MIAMI (AP) — Presi¬ 
dent Carter's motorcade 
was pelted by rocks and 
bottles thrown by a booinR 
crowd of about 400 persons 
as he was leaving a com¬ 
munity centre in the riot- 
scarred black section of 
Miami Monday night. 

The president was not in¬ 
jured, but the rear of his 
limousine was hit by a fly¬ 
ing bottle just after he sat 
down in the back seat. A 
bottle also hit a photog¬ 
rapher. 

Other vehicles in the mo¬ 
torcade had to thread their 
way through the crowd, 
which before Carter’s ap¬ 
pearance had been kept Ire- 
hind police barricades. But 
scores of people broke 
through the police lines, 
slowing the remaining cars 
and buses. 

Besides Carter's limou¬ 
sine, at least one other ve¬ 
hicle. a bus carrying staff 
and guests was hit, break¬ 
ing a window. 

Carter had gone to the 
centre to meet with black 
leaders, local politicians 
and business leaders. He 
had told them: "I will meet 
you at least half way in 
carrying out our program 
for belter life here in Lib¬ 
erty City if you will meet 
me the other half way." 

A presidential aide had 
said Carter had explained 
that he was unable to de¬ 
clare the neighborhood a 
major disaster area, which 
would have made it eligible 
for federal aid and low-in¬ 
terest business loans—be¬ 
cause federal law limits 
such declarations to natu¬ 
ral disasters and not civil 
disturbances. 

The area bears the scars 
of three days of rioting that 
began May 17 after a jury 
in Tampa acquitted four 
former policemen charged 
in the beating death of 
Arthur McDuffie, a black 
insurance executive.

Grossman said a cigarette lighter exploded in Pryor’s 
hand, setting his clothing afire and burning his hands, 
face chest and bark.

OTTAWA (CP) — 
Prime Minister Trudeau 
and the 10 premiers 
agreed Monday to 
launch their govern¬ 
ments on vigorous con- 
stitutional talks 
throughout the summer, 
culiminating in a crucial 
four-day meeting of 
first ministers begin¬ 
ning Sept. 8. 

But Trudeau tempered 
cautious optimism about 
the outcome of the private, 
day-long meeting at his 
residence by warning that 
failure to make significant 
progress in September 
-would be “an extreme and 
serious failure for Canada. 

“1 would act in conse¬ 
quence,” Trudeau told re¬ 
porters at a news confer¬ 
ence, leaving open the 
possibility of the federal 
government acting on its 
own or with less than unan¬ 
imous support from the 
provinces. 

Premiers indicated it 
would be a long, tough sum¬ 
mer of negotiating. 

Quebec's Rene Levesque 
said any new constitution 
had to “provide for explicit 
recognition of Quebec’s 
right to self-determina¬ 
tion.” 

And he called for more 
open-mindedness by Tru¬ 
deau over the prime minis¬ 
ter's demands for constitu¬ 
tional language guaran¬ 
tees. Levesque considers 
linguistic matters should 
be under provincial con¬ 
trol. 

Alberta Premier Peter 
Lougheed said tersely that 
he would have no enthusi¬ 
asm for constitutional 
change until the conten¬ 
tious energy-pricing issue 
was resolved. He was not 
optimistic the energy dis¬ 
pute with Ottawa would be 
settled by fall. 

Trudeau and the pre¬ 
miers agreed the summer 
talks would deal with 12 
separate constitutional 
issues about the division of 
powers and the principles 
that should underlie a new 
constitution. 

The prime minister said 
government leaders could 
not forget the “solemn 
commitment" of constitu¬ 
tional change made to Que¬ 
becers during the May 20 
referendum debate. The 
political consequences 
of not living up to the prom¬ 
ises could be “very serious 
indeed.” 

“I would have to envision 
other forms of moving to 
see what we could do," 
Trudeau said. “Perhaps we 
could move some of us to¬ 
gether, several of us to¬ 
gether, not all 11 of us to¬ 
gether.” 

But he said this was hypo¬ 
thetical because some of 
the premiers appeared to 
be flexible, for example, on 
the language issue. And it 
was too soon to say whether 
Monday’s meeting was a 
success or failure.

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Premiers snub 
Trudeau guide 

OTTAWA (CP) — A statement of principles prepared 
by Prime Minister Trudeau to guide the nation in reform¬ 
ing the constitution was given short shrift by the premiers 
Monday. 

In fact, after reading the first three words, Quebec 
Premier Rene Levesque was ready to toss the flow¬ 
ery statement into the wastebasket. Other premiers found 
what Trudeau described as “objectionable” points far¬ 
ther down the 32-line document. 

But the premiers did agree that formulating such a 
statement of principles should be the first priority of a 
committee of federal and provincial ministers studying 
constitutional issues this summer, Trudeau said. 

A revised version of the statement could then be of¬ 
ficially endorsed by Trudeau and the 10 premiers at 
an in-depth constitutional conference Sept. 8 to 12 . 

Speaking to reporters, Trudeau speculated that his 
statement of principles will be watered down to espouse 
less controversial sentiments. 

“A nice motherhood preamble is something that 
would warm all our hearts.” 

Trudeau telexed a copy of the statement Friday to 
the 10 premiers in advance of Monday’s preliminary 
talks on constitutional change. 

Levesque read the first few words — "We, the peo¬ 
ple of Canada . . . ’’—and knew the statement was not 
for him. 

The Quebec premier said the first words should have 
been “We the peoples of Canada," to recognize the 
French and English duality of the country.

OTTAWA (UPC) — Prime Minister 
Pierre Trudeau said Monday he would 
retire from politics if he and the 10 
provincial premiers reached an agree¬ 
ment on a new Canadian constitution at 
next September’s first minister's con¬ 
ference. 

At a news conference following a 
day-long meeting with the premiers, 
Trudeau also warned that it would be a 
“disaster ... a catastrophe” for Can¬ 
ada if the 11 political leaders failed to 
rewrite Canada’s constitution. 

“If we do reach agreement on all 
these things, I would be very, very 
anxious to retire soon," said Trudeau, 


when asked of his own future. “That 
might l# an incentive to a lot of people, 
I'd say.” 

Asked what would happen if the 
leaders failed to reach agreement on 
the substantive areas of reform, Tru¬ 
deau made it clear he would act unila¬ 
terally to bring about constitutional 
change—especially in terms of lin¬ 
guistic rights. 

He repeated his warning that Quebec 
might decide to vote for independence 
if there were no quick signs of constitu¬ 
tional reform by the federal and pro¬ 
vincial governments.

Freight-train blaze curbed 
after townfolk evacuated 
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LONDON, Ont. (CP) — A fire from a 
freight train which derailed and forced 
an evacuation of about 300 persons Mon¬ 
day was brought under control in two 
hours. 

Ontario Provincial Police said they 
were satisfied no hazardous materials 
were on the CP Rail train, which went off 
the tracks and caught fire northwest of 
London at 8:55 p.m 

About 300 persons from the town of 
Kilworth Heights were evacuated to a 
high school in London. 

No injuries were reported 

At first. London police thought one 
tanker might be carrying deadly chlo 
rine gas. the chemical that forced the 
evacuation of more than 225.006 people m

The train did contain butane, which 
burned, and asbestos residue, police 
spokesman Carol Cambridge said 

An emergency team from Dow Chemi¬ 
cal Co. was reported on its way to 
the scene. 

A CP Rail spokesman said the train had 
33 or 34 cars, seven of them loaded 
He said one of the burning cars contained 
coal-tar light oil. 

One car that derailed, but remained 
upright, contained sulphur dioxide

$2 a barrel 
oil price hike 


ALGIERS, Algeria (UPI) — Saudi Arabia reject¬ 
ed an average $2 per barrel oil price increase 
Monday as too high in meetings marked by a 
shouting match between Iraqi and Iraniiyt* oil 
ministers, and OPEC of¬ 
ficials predicted their 
summit would fail to 
unify oil prices and end 
in a free-for-all. 

Talks were scheduled to 
continue today but lead¬ 
ing ministers predicted 
there would be no agree¬ 
ment on the Iraqi proposal 
to unify prices around a 
$22-per-barrel benchmark, 
resulting in pricing chaos. 

In practical terms, the 
Iraqi proposal would have 
raised the average price of 
Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting'Countries’ crude 
by $2 per barrel and added 
two to three cents to the 
cost of a gallon of gasoline 
or home heating oil in the 
United States. 

Conference sources said 
that in a closed midnight 
session, Iranian Oil Minis¬ 
ter Ali Akhbar Moinfar 
called on Saudi Arabia and 
Iraq, OPEC's two largest 
producers, to reduce pro¬ 
duction in order to tighten 
market conditions, thereby 
holding up prices. 

The sources said Saudi 
Arabian Oil Minister Sheik 
Ahmed Zaki Yamani did 
not respond, but that Iraqi 
Minister Tayeh Abdel 
Kerim told Moinfar a cut 
would be considered by his 
government only in con¬ 
nection with price unity. 


Surplus 
expected 
for OPEC 

BASEL, Switzerland 
(UPI) — OPEC's surplus 
this year may exceed a 
massive $100 billion, a third 
higher than 1979, the chair¬ 
man of the Bank for Inter¬ 
national Settlements said 
Monday. 

Jelle Zijlstra in a pre¬ 
pared statement for the 
BIS annual meeting, which 
also marked the bank’s 
50th anniversary, said non¬ 
oil developing countries 
shoulder an increasing 
share of the corresponding 
deficits. 

The OPEC surplus in 1979 
was $85 billion, with $28 
billion—or 60 per cent—of 
the oil bill met by those 
Third World nations with¬ 
out oil resources, Zijlstra 
said. 

The share of the over-all 
deficit of these countries 
was 25 per cent in 1974, 
when oil prices first 
leaped. 

Both Zijlstra and the BIS 
annual report said western 
industrial nations have had 
to meet rising oil costs with 
tougn anti-inflation mea¬ 
sures.

ESPIRITU SANTO, New 
Hebrides (UPI) — A 
French official warned the 
leader of rebel-held Espi- 
'tiru Santo Monday that Bri¬ 
tain and France may use 
force to end the takeover of 
the island if no progress is 
made through diplomatic 
efforts. 

The French commission¬ 
er of the New Hebrides who 
flew to Espiritu Santo said 
separatist leaders agreed 
to attend a Paris confer¬ 
ence on the future of the 
South Pacific island.

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Possible 

tie-in 

with 

northwest 

troubles 


Fatal quake 
in Mexico 
jars states 

'MEXICALI (AP) — A rolling earthquake felt 
240 kilometres away in California and Arizona killed 
two people, injured about 100 others and devastated 
a rural area of northwestern Mexico. At the same 
time, a nearby dormant volcano stirred to life. 

"There is destruction everywhere you look," Enrique 
Mage, spokesman for the civilian auxiliary of the Mexican 
Red Cross, said of the earthquake that struck Sunday 
night. 

The quake, which registered 6.2 on the Richter 
scale, destroyed 50 homes in Mexico and knocked 
foodstuffs off the shelves of grocery stores as far 
away as Yuma, Ariz., and El Centro, Calif., offi¬ 
cials said. 

THE NEARBY Cerro Prieto volcano, believed ex¬ 
tinct, began to rumble shortly after the tremor. The 
earthquake, centred 80 kilometres southeast of this 
Mexican border city, hit at 8:28 p.m. PDT Sunday. It 
was felt in Phoenix, Ariz., and Los Angeles. 

An 18-month-old child was fatally injured when 
the roof of her home collapsed in the village of 
Coahuila, 9<tfcilometres southeast of Mexicali, police said. 
A man was also reported^ killed when a bridge near 
Oaxaca collapsed on a car. 

Antonio Villanueva of the Mexicali Red Cross said 
more than 100 people were injured, 30 of them severely 
enough to be admitted to hospital. 

ALTHOUGH the quake also was felt in the Mexican 
state of Sonora, across the Gulf of California, damage 
there was light, as it was in Arizona and California. 

The heaviest damage was in Oaxaca, a farming 
community 40 kilometrs southeast of Mexicali located in 
the rich delta lands of the Colorado River, and at nearby 
Delta Station. Crops were damaged by floodwaters from 
broken irrigation canals. 

The Cerro Prieto volcano is near a geothermal 
plant which provides half the electricity used in Baja 
California. Authorities in the area said “rumblings" were 
heard in the volcano after the quake, but no other details 
were disclosed. 

AT CALIFORNIA Institute of Technology in Pasa 
dena, earthquake expert Prof. Clarence Allen said there 
may be some connection between Sunday's Mexican 
tremor and the geologic activity that has been shaking the 
li.S. Pacific Coast in recent months. 

“We’ve had five tremors of 6.0 or greater on the 
Richter scale since Oct. 15 of last year," said Allen. 
“We usually have one of that magnitude only once 
every five years.”

Jews scoff at outposts report 


JERUSALEM (UPI) — 
A militant group of Jewish 
settlers in the occupied 
Wesl Bank Monday scoffed 
at Prime Minister Mena- 
chem Begjn’s statement 
that Israel plans to build 
only 10 more outposts in the 
disputed region. 

U.S. State Secretary Ed¬ 
mund Muskie has criticized 
the plan and said Washing¬ 
ton intended to inform Is¬ 
rael officially of its dis¬ 
pleasure. A foreign 
ministry spokesman said 
no complaint has been re¬ 
ceived. 

Aides to Agriculture 
Minister Ariel Sharon, who 
is in charge of carrying out 
settlement policy, said 
Begin’s reference in a re¬ 
cent interview was to the 
completion of a plan ap¬ 
proved by the government 
for the current Jewish cal¬ 
endar year, which ends in 
September. 

He did not rule out the 
drawing up of another plan 

next year. 

And an official of the 
World Zionist Organiza¬ 


tion, which helps plan and 
administer the settle¬ 
ments, said its master plan 
maps out details for an¬ 
other 30 outposts to be built 
in the West Bank during the 
next five years. The gov¬ 
ernment has so far fol¬ 
lowed the plan closely. 

Begin has rejected U.S. 
and Egyptian demands for 
a freeze on West Bank set 
tlements. Washington and 
Cairo agree the building of 
settlements hinders the 
delicate Palestinian auton¬ 
omy negotiations that may 
be restarting soon in Wash¬ 
ington. 

Begin's statement that 
Israel will go ahead with 
plans to expand existing 
West Bank settlements but 
will build only 10 more out¬ 
posts reflected what may 
be a concession on his part 
in an apparent attempt at 
moderation designed to get 
the suspended negotiations 
on track. 

"We’re sure Begin’s not 
serious," said a spokesman 
for the radical Gush Emun- 
im (Bloc of the Faithful) 
movement that has been in 


the forefront of the settle¬ 
ment drive in the terri¬ 
tories Israel. captured in 
the 1967 war. 

“There's enough room 


for another 100 settle¬ 
ments," he said, adding his 
group will ask Begin for a 
clarification of his re¬ 
marks. 


"Only 10 to 15 per cent of 
the land in the West Bank is 
settled by Jews and 
Arabs," the spokesman 
said. 


Carter puts Egypt, Israel 
back at bargaining table

Egypt and Israel Monday accepted 
President Carter’s initiative to revive the 
frozen Palestinian autonomy negotia¬ 
tions. 

U.S. State Secretary Edmund Mus¬ 
kie, speaking to the Washington Press 
Club, called for an early resumption of 
the talks but offered no new American 
proposals. 

The United States is apparently anx¬ 
ious to forestall a West European peace 
initiative believed more favorable to the 
Palestinians which may be announced 
later this week at the Venice summit of 
the European Economic Community. 

Officials from Israel, Egypt and the 
United State may meet in Washington 
later this month or in the first week of 
July to discuss procedures for resuming 
the autonomy talks. 


President Anwar Sadat qualified 
Egypt’s acceptance of the initiative made 
by Carter in a letter Sunday by saying the 
meeting of the three sides will only be 
preparatory. 

In Jerusalem. Prime Minister Mena- 
chem Begin said, “The talks will be 
renewed" now that Egypt has agreed to 
Carter's initiative and said he would send 
Josef Burg, his interior minister and chief 
Middle East negotiator. 

Egypt broke off the negotiations last 
month on the plan to grant self-rule to 1.2 
million Palestinians in (he occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip after Israel intro¬ 
duced a bill in the Knesset to make 
Jerusalem its capital. Israel has main¬ 
tained the onus was on Egypt to restart 
the talks.

When it comes to chatting about particle 
physics research, not many of us can hold up 
our end of the conversation. We take on faith 
the entreaties of our scientists that a project 
like TRIUMF, the atomic research centre at 
the University of British Columbia, was worth 
the $40 million of public money it cost to build. 

Of late scientists who work with TRIUMF 
have been telling us how starved they have 
been for funds. In seeking sympathy and 
support, they have instead revealed the truth 
of that old adage about necessity being 
the mother of invention. 


“We have operated with second-rate bor¬ 
rowed equipment,” bemoans an associate 
director, pointing to 30-year-old magnets and 
power supplies other universities had aban¬ 
doned for scrap. “We got most of the old stuff 
for nothing. We only had to pay freight char¬ 
ges.” 

So stringent was the building budget, there 
wasn’t enough money to build a protective 
concrete shield around the building housing 
the cyclotron. The researchers had to settle 
instead for an earthen shield—just as safe but 
less permanent. 

“We learned to do a lot with a little,” says 
the associate director. 

And yet — the TRIUMF cyclotron, one of 
only three of its class in the world, attracts top 
physicists from abroad. It is a world-class 
research project. 

Sorry chaps, but your sad story of budge¬ 
tary tragedy will read like fiscal triumph to 
taxpayers everywhere. 


New records 
in confusion 

Man’s struggle to surpass himself never 
ends. Lest you think there’s something inevit¬ 
ably noble in that sentiment, consider the 
new heights of confusion achieved by efforts to 
make Parliament's televised question period 
available to the deaf. 

Goodness knows political debate can be 
baffling enough to people who deal in plain 
English (or French, of course). But for 
the past 20 months the question period has been 
interpreted for the deaf by an interpreter 
appearing in the corner of the TV screen. 

Trouble is, American sign language is 
being used. Many deaf people in Canada can't 
understand those signs because word orders 
and tenses are different. Even then, deaf 
people complain the language level is too 
difficult. 

But the the ultimate confusion was added 
last month. A French-speaking interpreter for 
the deaf now watches the English interpret¬ 
er's (American) sign language and re-inter- 
prets it into French. 

That means that when someone in the 
Commons is speaking French, the message for 
the deaf goes from spoken French to a spoken 
English interpretation to American sign lan¬ 
guage in English to sign language in French. 

The irony is that it probably makes as 
much sense. 


France is discovering her wartime shame

PARIS — For the first time In 40 
years, the French are beginning to 
learn the truth of their humiliating 
armistice with the Nazis, signed on 
June 18,1040. 

As the anniversary approaches, 
historians, newspapers, radio and 
television are combining to dispel the 
myth that the defeat was somehow a 
combination of bad luck and outside 

treachery. 

This ostrich approach is best 
summed up by the historian Father 
R. P. Bruckberger, who says the 
French are so covered with shame 
about the real reasons "that we must 
forget them at any price . . . 

“We have decided to become a 
nation without honour and without a 
past because we fear the obligation to 
judge ourselves,” he says. 

The French are still not well 
enough prepared to sec the 10-year- 
old documentary Le Chagrin at la 
Pitie, which exposes wartime col¬ 
laboration and is still banned by state 
television, but soon it will be inexcus¬ 
able to see the French defeat as 
anything other than a failure of na¬ 
tional character. 

Two years ago, Le Fi garo’s colour 
magazine, under the guidance of the 
historian Jean d’Ormesson, began a 
series of reprinted articles tracing

the illusions built up from Munich 
onwards. The series is now well into 
the first stages of the German offen¬ 
sive, with French headlines like “Our 
Troops Advance Rapidly in Bel¬ 
gium,” “The Fabulous Battle of 
Fighter Planes,” “The Enemy Suf¬ 
fers Heavy Losses, Especially in 
Tanks,” and “French 75s Crush the 
Panzers.” 

Paralleling the series are radio 
phone-ins, a 15-minute a-day TV 
documentary, reprinted memoirs 
and dozens of press articles showing 
that, while these headlines were 
being printed, the French army was 
running away, with its officers in the 
lead, the government was panicking 
and political life was being torn by 
petty hatreds. 

“What followed was ugly," Father 
Bruckberger says. “All the muscles 
relaxed, the^phincters were re¬ 
leased. France defeated itself more 
than it was defeated.” 

This is not the kind of language the 
French are used to. For years, each 
man has cherished his own myth — 
they were sabotaged by Communists, 


betrayed by Britain, corrupted by the 
bourgeoisie or harried by plain bad 
luck. 

The fact that 1.5 million French¬ 
men surrendered in a battle which 
really lasted only five days has been 
buried in the national subconcious. 
Suddenly the fact has to be faced that 
France and its allies had as many 
men, as many planes and as many 
advanced weapons as the Germans. 
The difference was the will to fight. 

Several historians, including 
Henro Amouroux, who has made a 
detailed chronicle of the war years, 
still cannot accept the fact of a total 
national breakdown; instead they 
search for excuses such as the differ¬ 
ence in population sizes. 

Until there is a consensus that the 
nation as a whole failed — except for 
the handful who rallied to de Gaulle— 
France's most important domestic 
battles are still likely to be decided on 
whether a leader was a "good” or 
“bad" Frenchman during the war. 

At the root of every major French 
political strategy — its huge standing 
army, its nuclear force and its eccen¬ 


tric foreign policy — are the seeds 
sewn by defeat and guilt. From 
these stemmed France's vain cam¬ 
paign in Indo-China, its stubbornness 
and cruelty in Algeria, its military 
intervention policy in Africa and the 
renewal of anti-Americanism. All 
have helped to renew a belief in a 
France with a national destiny. 

The fear of showing weakness will 
also be in the background of the strug¬ 
gle for the presidency next year when 
Giscard and the Gaullist leader Jac¬ 
ques Chirac — who was only a child 
during the war — will fight to be the 
legitimate heir of Gaullist indepen¬ 
dence. Yet Giscard helped to bring 
down de Gaulle and Chirac’s party 
politics would have dismayed the 
general. 

But there is no French politician 
living today who is likely to emerge 
from the current history shocks with 
a more damning judgment than 
Bruckberger’s verdict on France’s 
political and military leaders of 40 
years ago — Lebrun, Daladier, Blum, 
Reynaud, Gamelin, and Weygand. 

“Good chaps, if you like, intelli¬ 
gent even, but just wet rags — wet 
rags,” he says. “Cowardice and me¬ 
diocrity have done more for the un¬ 
happiness of our people than any 
form of treason."

If the United States ever 
seriously entertained get¬ 
ting in on the 19th century 
colonial grab in Africa, it 
was at a region once known 
as the Grain Belt of the 
continent’s west coast. 

It was there in 1816 that 
the American Colonization 
Society started shipping 
American black freedmen 
to promote a back-to-Afri- 
ca movement for less-than- 
the-noble reasons. The 
place became known as Li¬ 
beria, its capital Monrovia 
(after President James 
Monroe). 

Liberia became Africa’s 
first independent republic 
in 1847. Ironically, the 
major power most respon¬ 
sible for creating it didn't 
recognize it for 15 years. 
Washington then feared the 
social implications of hav¬ 
ing black ambassadors in 
the capital. 

Washington has much 
bigger worries now in a 
country that is a major U.S. 
suppplier of both rubber 
and iron ore, and that has 
long been America’s clos¬ 
est ally on the African 
scene. 

Last month's coup d'etat 
there turned into the kind 
of bloody horror story that 
the late Robert Ruark 
would have gleefully cob¬ 
bled into a novel. The ma¬ 
chine-gun, gangland-style 
execution of 13 Liberian 
cabinet members is caus¬ 
ing repercussions far be¬ 
yond the nation’s borders. 
The senseless brutality of 
Samuel Kanyon Doe, the 
28-year-old master ser¬ 
geant who is now head of 
state (the youngest in Afri¬ 
ca), has given the entire 
continent a bad name. 

It’s not just that the cor¬ 
poral who disemboweled 
the late president, William 
Tolbert Jr., has been made 
a brigadier-general for his 
skill with a bayonet. Nor is 
it that Doe now sports a 
$1,000 Omega watch lifted 
off Tolbert’s wrist and con¬ 
ducts meetings with aides 
in the boudoir of the presi¬ 
dential palace while loung¬ 
ing on Tolbert's double bed, 
staring at the ceiling while 
figuring out who next 
should be tied to the seaside 
telephone poles for execu¬ 
tion without trial for 
“. . gross violation of 
human and constitutional 
rights .” 

The butchery that at

complished the overthrow 
plays right into the hands of 
pro-apartheid South Afri¬ 
can whites. It couldn’t be 
better; it reaffirms their 
conviction that black Afri¬ 
cans are born-again bar¬ 
barians. The South African 
government relishes the 
horror stories that are, 
sadly, too often the product 
of the black African rule. 

The habits of the Amins 
and Bokassas make the 
headlines in Johannesborg, 
and are the subject of con¬ 
versations during halftime 
at soccer games. The Afri- 
kaaners would much pre¬ 
fer to note that a British 
woman was gang-raped in 
Monrovia during the tur¬ 
moil than to mention that 
Zimbabwe gained indepen¬ 
dence recently.with no 
rapes at all.

(Tolbert) as well as one of 
Africa’s most respected 
diplomats (Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Cecil Dennis). 

London's conservative 
Daily Mail reported that

Indeed, Doc’s timing

OTTAWA — "We find it 
hard to understand why the 
price of oil produced in the 
West be controlled in the 
national interest but not the 
prices of resources which 
are located in Central Can¬ 
ada” — Saskatchewan Pre¬ 
mier Allan Blakeney. 

“What does ownership 
mean? Surely it means that 
if you own something, you 
have the right to determine 
how it shoqld be developed, 
the extent to which it 
should be developed, 
whether or not to develop it 
and .whether or not under 
the circumstances it is in 
the public interest of the 
people of the province that 
owns those resources to sell 
those resources” — Alber¬ 
ta Premier Peter Lough- 
eed. 

“Ontario nickel, Quebec 
pulp and Nova Scotia cod 
don't endanger our econ¬ 
omy, our security, our 
unity. . . We’re not trying 
to wrest control of natural 
resources from the prov¬ 
inces. We’re simply em¬ 
phasizing that the nation is 
in a bind and that province 
building shouldn’t be at the 
expense of nation-build¬ 
ing" — Energy Minister 
Marc Lalonde. 

The battle over the con¬ 
trol of resources (read oil) 
and the sharing of the 
billions in revenues they 
generate has turned into 
perhaps the bitterest and 
most divisive economic 
issue in the country. 

The issue brought down 
the Clark government, 
gave successful election 
platforms to Tory premiers 
at opposite ends of the 
country — Lougheed in Al¬ 
berta and Brian Peckford 
in Newfoundland — and 
now complicates the latest 
series of constitutional 
talks that began here Mon¬ 
day. 

Who should set the price 
of oil and natural gas? Who 
should decide how fast and 
where it should be devel¬ 
oped? How should the reve¬ 
nues be shared? 

Should the same rules 
apply to offshore resources 
as do to resources wholly 
within the boundaries of a 
province? 

The federal government 
and the producing prov¬ 
inces appear miles apart on 
the issue. 

First some history. 

When the Fathers of Con¬ 
federation put together the 
resolutions that were to be¬ 
come the 1867 British North 
America Act, the provinces 
were given ownership of 
the resources within their 
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boundaries as well as the 
exclusive right to collect 
royalties on them. 

The federal government, 
however, was given control 
over international and in- 
terprovincial trade and 
commerce plus two other 
big sticks which it so far 
hasn't used as a weapon in 
the energy battle. One is 
the right to make laws for 
the “peace, order and good 
government of Canada" — 
known as the emergency 
power — as well as the 
right to take over provin¬ 
cial projects “for the gen¬ 
eral advantage of Can¬ 
ada.” 

The latter power, known 
as the declaratory power, 
has been used by the fed¬ 
eral government for con¬ 
struction of the national 
railway as well as to estab¬ 
lish the wheat board and an 
integrated grain market¬ 
ing system — all with pro¬ 
vincial acceptance. 

But Alberta recognizes 
the power could also be 
used to take over an oil 
sands project to ensure it 
gets built or even the prov¬ 
ince’s oil wells, a move 
both sides consider would 
be open war. 

When world bll prices 
burst through the roof after 
1973, squabbling between 
the oil producing provinces 
(led by Alberta) and the 
federal government began 
in earnest. Parliament 
passed the Petroleum Ad¬ 
ministration Act which 
would allow the federal 
government to set prices. 

It was never used. But 
the threat was there and 
the bitterness of the pro¬ 
ducing provinces over 
being forced to sell oil at 
far below world prices has 
only worsened in the seven 
years since. 

Control of offshore re¬ 
sources was not clearly 
spelled out. But a 1967 deci¬ 
sion by the Supreme Court 
of Canada on ownership of 
Pacific Coast resources 
ruled in favor of the federal 
government. 

The issue was not re¬ 
solved for the potentially 
oil-rich East Coast and for¬ 
mer prime minister Lester 
Pearson decided to attempt 
a “political” solution.

reached with New Bruns¬ 
wick, Prince Edward Is¬ 
land and Nova Scotia giv¬ 
ing the provinces 75 per 
cent ownership and the fed¬ 
eral government 25 per 
cent. 

Final authority on such 
critical issues as the rate of 
development would ulti¬ 
mately rest with the fed¬ 
eral government.

But the issue of control of 
the rate of development 
was never resolved and 
Clark’s commitment was 
never developed into a for¬ 
mal, binding agreement. 

Since then, Newfound 
land has passed legislation 
which would control the 
rate of development of off¬ 
shore oil as well as such 
things as reserving jobs 
first for Newfoundlanders. 
Nova Scotia is ready to im¬ 
plement similar legisla¬ 
tion. 

Alberta has also passed 
legislation which would 
allow it to set production 
levels, a move regarded by 
the federal government as 
a threat to back up the 
province in the current 
round of oil pricing talks. 

None of these provincial 
acts has been tested in the 
courts for its constitution¬ 
ality. 

The Liberal government 
appears determined that 
any new agreement limit¬ 
ing its powers will also 
have to include a new for¬ 
mula for sharing the reve¬ 
nues. 

Lalonde said in a speech 
recently that if prices rose 
to 85 per cent of world 
levels tomorrow — in effect 
more than doubling the 
current domestic price of 
$14.75 a barrel — revenues 
would increase $14 billion a 
year. Yet only $1.5 billion 
would go to the federal gov¬ 
ernment while the industry 
would get $7 billion and the 
provinces $5.5 billion — in¬ 
cluding $5 billion to Alberta 
alone.

Rentalsman 
calls for 
rent control 
phase out 




\ was somewhat con¬ 
cerned about the May 6 
editorial rettted to rent 
controls. } 

I appreciate that the 
Fraser Institute is very 
critical of most forms of 
government regulation in¬ 
cluding rent control. How¬ 
ever, it does not follow that 
every statement they make 
is necessarily the definitive 
view. 

For example, they are in¬ 
correct when they imply 
that rising costs will de¬ 
stroy the ability of an 
owner to retain rental prop¬ 
erties. Under the B.C. rent 
control system all in¬ 
creases in operating costs 
and all increases in financ¬ 
ing costs due to re-negotiat- 
ing existing mortgages can 
be passed on to tenants 
upon application. There is 
n.o reason why profits 
should do anything other 
than increase. This is re¬ 
flected in the almost non¬ 
existent bankruptcy rate. 
If the Fraser Institute 
would like to know if I 
would invest in an apart¬ 
ment building if I suddenly 
came into a million dollars, 

I would certainly be willing 
to participate in such an 
experiment. 

The fact that existing 
buildings are currently 
selling at about the highest 
ever multiplier of revenues 
demonstrates that inves¬ 
tors clearly are buying 
them. Personally, I believe 
that existing buildings are 
a good investment as there 
is still an opportunity for 
large capital gains. 

The functioning of the 
housing market is a com¬ 
plex topic that cannot be 
simply explained by sug¬ 
gesting that developers will 
actively build new units 
which must be rented for 
$600-$800 per month to 
cover interest and operat¬ 
ing costs in this market 
simply because rent con¬ 
trols are removed. Such 
units would not be afford¬ 
able. 

While I believe that ex¬ 
isting buildings are a good 
investment, I would not in¬ 
vest in a new building with¬ 
out a production subsidy, 
with or without rent con¬ 
trols. 

Variations in housing 
production levels can be ex¬ 
plained by changes in the 
federal production incen¬ 
tives and by changes in

Amongst other things, B.C. Hydro also engages 
in “vegetation management”, which means brush 
removal from under the power lines. 

I asked one of the attending B.C. Hydro staff 
how they will accomplish this task on the proposed 
power line. "By cutting," he replied and pointed to 
the corresponding line in his Public Information 
Bulletin, which stated that, "Because the transmis¬ 


sion route will run through settled areas and would 
be accessible, it is anticipated that vegetation 
management will be accomplished without the use 
of herbicides.” 

Obviously, this B.C. Hydro story teller wasn't 
aware of the situation in Sooke, also a "settled 
area.” where it took a bunch of appeals to stop, 
hopefully for good, Hydro's herbicide spraying of a 
power line which runs through our community. 

When I pointed out that we drink water from the 
creeks crossed by the power line, one of the pres¬ 
ent Hydro managers, a forester, disarmingly said: 
"If you only knew of all the stuff going into your 
daily bread, you wouldn’t worry so much. . . ” 

If this is so, why take all that trouble to preach 
one thing before a power line is built, and do the 
opposite afterwards?

demand. However, they do 
not correlate well with 
changes in rent control. In 
fact, rental housing starts 
were low In the years prior 
to the introduction of rent 
controls and were high in 
1975-1977 even though there 
were rent controls in place. 

Production levels have 
only recently dropped off, 
primarily due to high inter¬ 
est rates and the discontin¬ 
uance of the federal tax 
incentives. Near record 
levels of interprovincial 
immigration have com¬ 
bined with this production 
decline to create very low 
vacancy rates. 

Construction is also very 
low in the United States 
even though there are few 
controls. If the simple re¬ 
moval of rent controls 
would spur the housing 
market, then I question 
why the Alberta govern¬ 
ment has been obliged to 
provide more than half a 
billion dollars in production 
subsidies along with rent 
subsidies of $1,000 a year 
for senior citizens at a 
time when they are remov¬ 
ing rent controls. 

Most housing experts 
(not necessarily most 
economists) agree that 
there will be little rental 
housing production without 
production subsidies. This 
is even admitted by most 
landlord associations, in¬ 
cluding the largest, the 
Rental Housing Council of 
B.C. Mr. David Baxter, a 
noted local land economist, 
in discussing the current 
rental housing market re¬ 
cently stated that "it was 
not rent control that creat¬ 
ed it." So, not even all 
economists agree. 

The immediate removal 
of rent controls at this time 
would result in large (20-30 
per cent rent increases 
without accomplishing 
much else. I do not person¬ 
ally like rent controls as 
they may be a sign of other 
problems and they do cause 
some distortions of the 
housing market. If nothing 
else, their removal would 
reduce our workload to 
manageable levels. How¬ 
ever, I am accountable to 
the general public and I 
believe that to remove rent 
controls without creating 
unacceptable, unjustified 
hardships, they must be 
phased out while introduc¬ 
ing both production and in¬ 
come subsidies where re¬ 
quired. I cannot honestly 
claim otherwise. 

The above comments are 
only my own personal opin¬ 
ion and that of our econo¬ 
mists. However, it was 
formed after five years of 
researching, analysing and 
administering rent con¬ 
trols. 

I realize that my state¬ 
ments could be challenged 
and I'm sure that I could 
offer a suitable rebuttal to 
a challenge, and so on. The 
issue is too controversial to _ 
be able to satisfy all points ' 
of views. 

The entire rent control 
and rental housing issue is 
a matter for government 
policy. I believe it is unfor¬ 
tunate that the govern¬ 
ment's intentions in these 
areas are not clear to the 
public, and I hope that 
policy statements are 
forthcoming

We’re tightening up 
on people who abuse 
Unemployment Insurance. 


Most people getting unemployment in¬ 
surance play by the rules. But some people 
don’t seem to know that they can’t take a job 
and collect benefits without telling us they’re 
working. That’s why employers are being 
asked to send us the starting date and Social 
Insurance Number or extracts from com¬ 
puter payroll tapes for each employee they 
hire or rehire. This information is cross¬ 
checked with the Social Insurance Numbers 
of people receiving unemployment insur¬ 
ance benefits. Only cases of potential abuse 
will ever surface. After investigation, anyone 
found receiving benefits to which they arc 
not entitled will have to repay them. 

Why better control 
is needed. 

Last year, Unemployment Insurance 
paid out $4 billion to help people between 
jobs. This included overpayments to 
people who took a new job while still 
receiving UI benefits, but failed to report 
their earnings. 

When people collect unemployment 
insurance benefits they’re not entitled to, 
overpayments result. It may be an honest 
mistake. Some people forget or don’t 
understand they must tell Unemployment 
Insurance and report their total earnings 
when they start a new job. In that case, 
repayment is all that is required. But, 
a penalty or prosecution may follow when

the new system detects people wrongly 
collecting benefits.

The jury in the Victoria County court trial of eight 
men accused of importing 3314 tons of marijuana nearTo- 
fino a year ago was sequestered in a Victoria hotel 
overnight after failing to render a verdict in five 
hours and 45 minutes deliberation Monday. 

Deliberations at the Law Courts were to resume 
today at 9 a.m. 

The jury retired to consider its verdict at 11:55 
a.m. Monday after hearing a 53-minute address by' 
Judge M.L.T. Drake. 

He told the jurors they must be satisfied beyond a 
reasonable doubt that the prosecution, in what has 
become Victoria’s longest criminal trial, has proved 
all the essential elements in the indictment beyond a 
reasonable doubt. 

In addition to the accusation of importing mari¬ 
juana into Canada between April 1 and May 23, 1979, 
the men are charged with possession of marijuana 
May 22,1979 for the purpose of trafficking. 

Drake, dealing with the definition of importing, in¬ 
structed the jury as a matter of law that it was irrele¬ 
vant if the ultimate destination of the cargo was another 
country. 

As to the second charge, he said the jury was con¬ 
cerned now only witJi the question of whether the 
men were in possession of marijuana. If it was found 
they were, then a second phase of the trial would be 
entered in which the men have the onus for proving 
the purpose was not trafficking. 

Possession, he said, meant they knew it was a 
forbidden drug and they were in a position to exer¬ 
cise some control over it. Possession was not the

same as ownership, it was custody rather than title. 

Dealing with the defences offered at the trial. Drake 
ruled that as a matter of law it was not neces¬ 
sary to consider botanical evidence of whether there 
was one kind or three kinds of cannabis marijuana. 

The defence had argued that the Narcotic Control 
Act specified cannabis sativa and therefore canna 
bis indica and ruderalis were not forbidden and it 
was also doubtful just what the cargo actually was. 

Drake said the B.C. Court of Appeal has upheld an 
earlier county court decision that Parliament meant all 
forms of cannabis when it made its definition in the 
Narcotic Control Act. 

The defence of distress, or as Drake preferred to 
call it, the defence of immunity, revolved around 
whether the ultimate destination of more than 600 
bales aboard the Panamanian freighter Samarkanxla 
was Canada or Alaska. 

Drake said the Samarkanda was only immune under a 
rule of international law. which was not absolute, insofar 
as Canada was prepared to waive its laws, for example, if 
a customs officer gave the ship 48 hours to leave Canada. 
But this didn't happen and RCMP conducted a raid 
and arrests. 

There was a third defence, he said, under com¬ 
mon law which holds that in highly exceptional circum¬ 
stances, a criminal act will be excused. He said the law 
of necessity can only apply in a case of clear and immi¬ 
nent peril, a life or death situation, where it became 
impossible to stay outside Canadian waters. 

While that defence existed, he said, there has been 
no recorded case where it has been successful. 

Drake also told the jury that the onus was not on 
the eight men to establish strict proof of necessity. It 
was quite enough if it raised a reasonable doubt. 

The jury returned to the courtroom twice. 

Drake responded affirmatively when the jury asked if 
the defence of necessity can be applied to both charges. 

Four of the eight men standing trial were aboard 
the Samarkanda which sailed into Sydney Inlet. 50 
kilometres northwest of Tofino, under the guidance 
of the Seattle pleasure cruiser Whitecap. 

Aboard the Samarkanda were William Francis 
Perka, 35, and Stephen Earl Johnson, 34, of Port Town¬ 
send, Wash.; William Terry Hines, 39, San Rafael, Calif.; 
and Marco Antonio Lopera Penagos, 60, Mcllin, Colom¬ 
bia. 

Charges against 15 Colombian crewmen were dis¬ 
missed a month ago and they returned to their homeland. 

Aboard the Whitecap were Paul Oscar Nelson, 27, of 
Seattle and Marina del Rey, Calif.; Michael Walter 
Butler. 28, Westport, Wash.; Jaime Marin, 38. Marina del 
Rey; and Albergipson Frasser-Afanador, 39, Los An¬ 
geles.

Bloody clothing in trash 


A Saanich policeman testified in 
B.C. Supreme Court in Victoria Mon¬ 
day, he found blood-stained clothing 
in a garbage can at the house of a 
Sidney man accused of first-degree 
murder. 

Constable James Shulta^said he 
found the clothing, including jacket, 
sweater, trousers and boojs, in a bag 
in the garbage can at the home of 
29-year-old Denis Barry McFadden, 
charged with first-degree murder of 
Marion Barbara MacKay, 31, on 
March 17. 


Shultz, a member of the identifica¬ 
tion section, said the blood stains 
were dry. 

He also examined and photo¬ 
graphed MacKay’s house on Old West 
Saanich Road and believed there 
had been a struggle. 

He received a vial of blood taken 
from MacKay's'body which showed 
an alcohol content of .04 per cent, or 
the equivalent of six ounces of wine. 

Crown counsel Nicholas Lang, in 
opening the case, told the jury first- 
degree murder means a killing is 


planned and deliberate, or if it takes 
place in the course of certain offences 
such as rape and indecent assault. 

The prosecution would submit evi¬ 
dence and ask the jury to conclude, he 
said, that the present case was one of 
first-degree murder because it was 
planned and deliberate and because it 
was committed during the course of 
an indecent assault. 

The trial, presided over by Mr. 
Justice Gordon MacKinnon, was to 
continue today.

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He’s not kidding 
about vitamin C 

OTTAWA (CP) — When it conies to vitamin C, Dr. 
Linus Pauling, winner of two Nobel Prizes, says he would 
trust the biochemistry of a goat over the advice of most 
doctors and nutrition experts. 

Despite the controversy about its value, Pauling, pro¬ 
fessor emeritus at Stanford University, said vitamin C 
may soon be useful in curing everything from colds to 
cancer. 

The 7S-year-old scientist, who was addressing mem¬ 
bers of the Chemical Institute of Canada Sunday, pulled 
three lest tubes from his jacket pocket. 

One tube, nearly full, showed the amount of vitamin C 
a goat produces and uses every day, he said. An empty one 
represented what the human body produces and a test 
tube containing a few drops showed the 45 milligrams 
which government nutritionists recommend as a daily 
dose. 

X "l think that the goat knows more about this matter 
than they do,” said Pauling, adding that he and his wife 
lake 10 grams of vitamin C daily.

TORONTO (CP) — A 
preliminary investigation 
into the engirtf"power loss 
of an Air Canada 747 as it 
prepared to land at Toronto 
International Airport on 
Saturday has revealed that 
the idling speed on the 
three engines was set too 
low. 

A spokesman for Air 
Canada said Monday the 
investigation showed a 
continuous fuel flow to all 
engines and at no time did 
any of the engines fail, but 
the low idling speed pre¬ 
vented the engines from 
responding as expected 
and resulted in a loss of 
power. 

The idling speeds on the 
plane were set upwards be¬ 
fore it was put back into 
service Sunday evening on 
a flight to Frankfurt. Air 
Canada has said that all of 
its 747 engines are now 
being tested to ensure that 
the settings are properly 
adjusted. 

Meanwhile, the president 
of the Air Traffic Control 
Association. William Ro¬ 
bertson, said Monday that 
the pilot of the jumbo jet 
should not have flown an¬ 
other flight to Vancouver 
later the same night. 

He said there ought to be 
an automatic removal pro¬ 
cedure for pilots, similar to 
the one used for air traffic 
controllers when they arc 
involved in a traumatic 
situation, such as a near¬ 
accident. 

He said the association 


recently made a submis¬ 
sion to the federal inquiry 
on aviation safety suggest¬ 
ing pilots who have been in 
a trauma-inducing situa¬ 
tion be given sufficient 
time to pull themselves to¬ 
gether afterward. 

Roger Burgess-Webb. a 
spokesman for the Cana¬ 
dian Air Line Pilots Asso¬ 
ciation, said if the pilot felt 
OK then there was no prob¬ 
lem. He said pilots were 
trained for emergency situ¬ 
ations although not specifi¬ 
cally one involving a power 
loss in three engines. 

On Sunday, about 20 of 
the 140 passengers aboard 
an L-1011 suffered minor 
skin bums, scratches and 
bruises scrambling down 


emergency chutes after a 
wing engine caught fire 
just before take-off Sunday 
from Los Angeles airport. 

Not one of the 403 passen¬ 
gers aboard the Vancouver 
plane was aware of the in¬ 
flight drama. 

In Halifax, Bonnie 
Sehrenk, Surrey’s deputy 
mayor, commented: "The 
good Lord must have been 
looking after a lot of elect¬ 
ed officials.” 

Mrs. Sehrenk and about 
100 other mayors, deputy 
mayors and aldermen 
from the B.C. Interior and 
the Vancouver area were 
aboard the 747. 

Several mayors and 
municipal officials from 
Greater Victoria were ap¬ 


parently on a different 
flight. 

"When the plane sudden¬ 
ly Mgan losing altitude the 
pilot calmly informed us 
well ad run into turbulance 
and were descending," 
Sehrenk said here Monday. 
“Then when we landed we 
saw all the emergency ve¬ 
hicles lined up along the 
runway. But it wasn’t until 
yesterday that we realized 
how close we had come to a 
tragedy." 

The deputy mayor said 
she is not through with fly¬ 
ing despite the experience. 

"We’re flying home Fri¬ 
day.” she said, “which just 
happens to be the 13th, 
would you believe?”

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W. H. Rapson of the Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto told a 
conference sponsored by 
the Chemical Institute of 
Canada that both ranked 
alongside penicillin, antibi¬ 
otics and chlorine for their 
contribution to the ad¬ 
vancement of the welfare 
of mankind. 

Rapson, awarded the in¬ 
stitute's 1980 medal for his 
chemistry research, was 
urging scientists to put 
more emphasis on the 
benefits of chemistry in the 
face of widespread public 
concern about chemical 
hazards. 

DDT, used as a delousing 
agent in the Second World 
War, halted a typhus epide¬ 
mic in Italy and is said to be 
responsible for saving 
more than one billion peo¬ 
ple from malaria. 

Its use decreased when it 
became apparent some in¬ 
sects were developing a re- 
sistence to it and evidence 
showed it was harming 
birds and fish. 

Humans also were accu¬ 
mulating DDT in their body 
tissue since the chemical 
does not easily degrade. 

“But instead of hearing

Post offices 
cautioned

the U.S. dollar lower on 
currency exchanges Mon¬ 
day. 

Gold for June delivery 
rose $17.50 to $621 an ounce 
on the Commodity Ex¬ 
change Inc. in New York, 
and was quoted up $20 at 
$022 in later dealings at 
Republic National Bank of 
New York. 

Earlier, gold clmbed as 
high as $627.50 in London 
before closing at $625, up 
from $600 Friday. In 
Zurich, gold rose $25.50 to 
$023. 

Gold last week moved 
past the $600-an-ounce 
mark for the first time in 
three months as falling 
U.S. interest rates made 
borrowing to buy precious 
metals less costly. 


Dealers said interest in 
gold also was sparked by 
worries over the possibility 
that new oil price increases 
may emerge from the 
meeting of the Organiza¬ 
tion of Petroleum Export¬ 
ing Countries that began 
Monday in Algeria. 

The price of silver for 
June delivery rose $1.08 an 
ounce on the Comex to 
$17.88 an ounce. Earlier in 


London, silver fell 10 cents 
to$17.75. 

The dollar, at its lowest 
point in 10 months against 
the Japanese yen, contin¬ 
ued to sink today—opening 
at 216.30 yen. 

The dollar fell 2.40 yen 
Monday to close at 217.775, 
its lowest since Aug. 22. 

In New York, the dollar 
dosed at 216.33 yen against 
219.03 Friday. 


McNamara stepping down 
from World Bank position 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Robert McNamara, who was 
U.S. defence secretary during most of the Vietnam 
war, announced Monday he will retire next year after 
13 years as president of the 135-country World Bank. 

Under McNamara’s leadership, the World Bank be¬ 
came the major channel for distributing foreign aid 
from wealthy states to underdeveloped and poor coun¬ 
tries. 

Total aid and loans will amount to $11.5 billion in 
the year ending June 30, an eleven fold increase over 
the amount when McNamara became president in 
1968, the bank said in a statement. 

McNamara was president of Ford Motor Co. in 
1960 when the late president John Kennedy named 
him defence secretary, and he quickly became known 
as one of the Kennedy administration whiz kids. 

McNamara remained in the defence post for eight 
years until 1968.

Button's Bay. (Tompanu 
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B.C. Hydro’s spray application assailed

A B.C. Hydro application to spray 2,4-D on the Sooke- 
Jordan River right-of-way contains false information 
about the proximity of wells and domestic water supplies, 
say fourSooke residents whose water supplies are crossed 
by the power line. 

According to Hydro’s backpack-spraying application, 
which was approved in April by the Pesticide Control 
Branch, there are no bodies of water within 10 metres of 
the proposed treatment area. 

But Young Lake Road residents Bond and Allyne 
Springford, and Dave Dyer and Helen Holstein, say the 
application contains “false and misleading informa¬ 
tion," and the project should be cancelled. 

THEIR MAY 22 LETTER to the Pesticide Control 
Appeal Board says: 

• Numerous streams arc crossed by the power line, 
and "some of these streams serve as water supply for the 
people." One of these streams is De Mamiel Creek, which 
runs across the residents’ two properties and flows south¬ 
east into the Sookc River. 

• The Springford property adjoins the power line 
and uses water from De Mamiel Creek for domestic 
purposes. The same applies to the Dyer-Holstein prop¬ 
erty. 

• The Springford property uses water from De 
Mamiel Creek for irrigation purposes. The same applies 
to Ihe Dyer-Holstein property. 

• The distance of the nearest water intake is not 
“more than r>00 metres," as stated in Hydro’s applica¬ 


tion. The Springford water intake is only 60 metres 
from the line. The Dyer-Holstein well is only 130 
metres from the line. 

The appeal says Hydro "should be made to answer 
for making false and misleading statements in their 
application for this permit.". 

THE HYDRO APPLICATION, obtained by the Colo¬ 
nist, says the treatment area is more than 500 metres "to 
the nearest water intake or well used for domestic or 
irrigation water purposes." 


Hydro district manager Gordojj Roper said Mon¬ 
day: "It’s difficult for us to ascertain each and every 
well but we do our best. The information in ttie appeal 
may be correct. That is the value of an appeal." 

Roper said Hydro does not do a "detailed environ¬ 
mental study” of rights-of-way before it applies to 
spray. 

He said most of the Sooke-Jordan River region 
is well-known to Hydro supervisors. 

ROPER SAID THE TERM "spraying” was a "mis¬ 
nomer" and “inflammatory"—"we just cut and squirt the 


tops of stumps. It's not a fog, it's more like heavy 
droplets." 

The active ingredient 2,4-D iso-octyl ester will be 
mixed with diesel fuel, the application says. 

The amount of chemical to be used is 240 pounds, it 
says. ' 

The proposed treatment area is 200 acres and the 
application dates are June 1 to March 31,1981^ 

The application is signed by H. Morgan and G. 
Roper, environmental advisors. 

MEANWHILE, ANOTHER Young Lake Road resi¬ 
dent, John Willow, said Monday in an interview that 
Bayne Vance, administrator of the Pesticide Control Act, 
should enforce paragraph 19(b) of the act which sets a 
$2,000 fine or six months imprisonment or both for 
intentionally making a false statement or misleading the 
administrator. 

Willow, an engineer who specializes In hydraulics, 
said it was not true that backpack spraying was an 
effective means of directing the stream of herbi¬ 
cide. 

He said that rain could wash 2,4-D into streams, 
and that communities along the line, not Hydro officials, 
would drink the water. , 

Willow said there was no research on the cumulative 
effect of 2,4-D on human health. 

The Sooke-Jordan River Chamber of Commerce 
also opposes the spraying, which is the subject of ap 
peal hearings June 17 and 18 at the Sooke Legion hall. 


Herbicide makers told to fill gaps 


The U.S. Environ¬ 
mental Protection 
Agency has told manu¬ 
facturers of the her¬ 
bicide 2,4-D to “nil in 
the gaps” on data re¬ 
lating to the product's 
possible cancer-caus¬ 
ing and fetus-deform¬ 
ing properties, an EPA 
toxicologist said Mon¬ 
day. 


Michael Watson, of 
the EPA’s toxicologi¬ 
cal division in Seattle, 
said in an interview the 
EPA told manufac¬ 
turers about a month 
ago to “nil in the data 
gaps on mutagenicity, 
teratogenicity, and 
carcinogenicity be¬ 
cause there was not 


enough data to evalu¬ 
ate it in these areas." 

Watson said manu¬ 
facturers were given 
90 days to supply the 
data. 

Watson said there 
was at present no in¬ 
formation that would 
justify cancelling or 
suspending use of 2,4- 
D. 


"There is no infor- 
ma.ion right now that 
it poses an imminent 
health hazard," Wat¬ 
son said. 

However, the herbi¬ 
cide 2,4,5-T is still 
under suspension, and 
cancellation hearings 
in Washington, D.C. 
may take another year

Dockyard workers 
plan noon protest 


Employees of HMC 
Dockyard are set for a 
noon-hour demonstration 
outside the shipyard today 
as part of a growing nation¬ 
al protest on behalf of 52,- 
000 federal employees who 
have been unsuccessful in 
bids to win a new contract 
with the government. 

Involved are the clerical 
and regulatory component 
of the Public Service Alli¬ 
ance of Canada and 3,000 
members of the union’s 
data processing group. The 
clerical component, cover¬ 
ing members across Can¬ 
ada. is the largest in the 
union. 


Dockyard was selected 
for today's demonstration 
because it employs an esti¬ 
mated 400 clerical workers. 
There are some 1,000 mem¬ 
bers of the component on 
Vancouver Island. 800 of 
them in Victoria. 

Bargaining with the trea 
sury board has moved 
through several stages 
since the last contract ex¬ 
pired more than six months 
ago. The next step would be 
a conciliation board. 

There has been talk of 
strike action and special 
strike committees have 
been set up by the PSAC, 
although no such move is 


expected before mid-Au¬ 
gust. 

The union, angered by an 
offer of a five per cent 
wage increase in each of 
two years, recently carried 
a four-foot wooden nickel 
up Parliament Hill in Ot¬ 
tawa for a symbolic pre¬ 
sentation to an absent trea¬ 
sury board. 

The union says the offer 
falls far short of the rate of 
inflation. 

John Hart, regional 
PSAC representative in 
Victoria, said there were 
renewed bargaining meet¬ 
ings in Ottawa May 29 and 
30 at which time the trea¬ 
sury board increased the 
offer to seven per cent in 
each year. 

“But there was a condi¬ 
tion. It would stand if we 
dropped all our other de¬ 
mands," Hart said. “Natu¬ 
rally, the talks broke off 
and they went back to their 
five and five offer.” 

Hart said the job of de¬ 
signating essential em¬ 
ployees in the event of a 
strike has been completed 
Some 7,000 clerical work 
ers would have to remain 
on the job. 

There is no breakdown 
yet for Vancouver Island. 
Hart says, although only 
six of 120 data processors 
on the Island fall into the 
essential category 


James Bay geysers

Single-team bargaining 
backed by school board 


Teachers have yet 
to debate proposal 

Single-team bargaining, a non-adversarial ap¬ 
proach to reaching labor agreements, has been 
endorsed by the Greater Victoria School Board for 
its teacher salary negotiations next fall. 

The concept is still subject to approval by 
district teachers, who will meet shortly to consider 
the idea. Greater Victoria Teachers’ Association 
president Trevor Calkins said after a school board 


meeting Monday. 

Developed by Thomas 
Crossman of Labatt's, sin¬ 
gle-team bargaining 
stresses co-operation rath¬ 
er than conflict. Manage¬ 
ment and employee groups 
sit as a single team to work 
out the most satisfactory 
mutual agreement, rather 
than as two sides trying to 
obtain the best themselves 
at the expense of the other 
party. 

The bargaining table is 
eliminated in favor of a 
casual, informal arrange¬ 
ment in which manage¬ 
ment and union representa¬ 
tives sit alternately, and 
anyone may speak on any 
subject. 

Most settlements be¬ 
tween the board and its 
teachers in the past had 
been handed down by bind¬ 
ing arbitration, school 
board personnel commit¬ 
tee John Young told the 
board. 

That suggested a good 
reason for the board to con- 
sider an alternative 
method, since arbitration 
had resulted in agreements 
sometimes unsatisfactory 
to both sides. Young said. 

The Schools Act prohibits 
teachers from striking, and 
if agreements are not nego¬ 
tiated by Nov. 15 of each 
year, the contract is sent to 
binding arbitration, for a 
decision by Dec. 31. 


taking decision-making out 
of the hands of other elect¬ 
ed trustees. 

Peter Yorke—whose no¬ 
tice of motion to appoint 
the board’s secretary-trea¬ 
surer as its sole bargaining 
agent for the 1980 negotia¬ 
tions was eased off the 
agenda by Young’s sugges¬ 
tion of single-team bar¬ 
gaining-agreed with Hut¬ 
chison, adding that in last 
year’s salary negotiations 
the problems of delegating 
negotiating power to some 
trustees were demonstrat¬ 
ed when the board as a 
whole rejected a package 
its negotiating team had 
come up with. 

"Single-team bargaining 
is no different from what 
we had last year, except 
that you add a couple of 
administrators and throw 
them into a hotel room.” 

Trustee Win Mott spoke 
in favor of the concept, 
stating it was time Canada 
came out of the “horse and 
buggy era" of labor nego¬ 
tiations. 

“Single-team bargaining 
is more than bargaining," 
school board chairman 
Carol Pickup said in sup¬ 
port of the concept. 

“It could develop or en¬ 
hance the climate of trust 
in a meaningful way with 
our teachers."

Olympic meeting 
move bid denied 

LAUSANNE, Switzerland (AP) — Count Jean de 
Beaumont tried unsuccessfully Monday to get the sum¬ 
mer session of the International Olympic Committee 
moved from Moscow “because it's the wrong place at this 
time and the mood will be wrong.” 

"I was told my ideas were absurd," the French 
aristocrat, 76, said after a day-long meeting of the 
IOC executive board. 

"It will be a very important meeting for us. We 
have to elect a new president, a new vice-president, 
and at least one member of the executive board, and 
we have matters of the future to discuss." 

De Beaumont said some IOC members will not at¬ 
tend the session, scheduled for the week before the 
Olympic Games, because of the Soviet military ac¬ 
tion in Afghanistan and the boycott of the Games ini¬ 
tiated tfy President Jimmy Carter. 

De Beaumont wanted to hold a session in Lausanne 
before the Games. 

“Then, those members who wanted to go to Mos¬ 
cow for the Games could do so,” he said.

LOUIS (AP) — Ken Boyer became the first 
managerial casualty of the 1980 baseball season Sunday 
as St. Louis Cardinals fired the former all-star third 
baseman and named Whitcy Herzog as his replacement. 
Cardinals president August A. Busch Jr. held a Sunday 
afternoon news conference at his St. Louis home to 
announce the selection of Herzog. General manager John 
Claiborne had traveled to Montreal to give Boyer the bad 
news between games of a doubleheader with the Expos. 
Kansas City Royals fired Herzog last October after he 
guided the team to three straight American League 
Western Division championships. 

More records for Bid 

INGLEWOOD, Calif. (AP) - Spectacular Bid, now in 
his final season of competition, has added two more 
records plus a winning compliment from jockey Bill 
Shoemaker. “I'd have to say that he's probably the best 
horse I’ve ever ridden,” said the rider who has 7,851 
victories to his credit including 157 in races worth $100,000 
or more. 

Shoemaker rode Spectacular Bid to victory Sunday in 
the $319,150 Californian at Hollywood Park. The time of 
1:15 4-5 bettered the track record for 1(4 miles and the 
winning purse of $184,150 increased the colts career 
earnings to $2,394,268, edging him past the $2,393,- 
818 by now-retired Affirmed. 

Trainer Bud Delp hopes to run Spectacular Bid in the 
$100,000 Hollywood Gold Cup on June 22, but that depends 
a lot on how much weight his charge is assigned. Then It 
will be back East for three races before retirement to stud 
w ith the horse, who has won 23 of 27 outings and is already 
syndicated for a record $22 million. 

Race volunteer killed 

ENSENADA, Mexico (AP) — A rugged off-road race to 
the Mexican coastal town of Ensenada ended Sunday with 
one person dead, several injured and less than half the 
vehicles finishing the punishing 775-kilometre course. 
Neil Taylor of Artesia, Calif., a volunteer driver for an 
official medical team, was killed when his car flipped 
while he was carrying personnel to a checkpoint. 

Of the 294 vehicles that began the race, only 126 reached 
Ensenada. Over all winner was Bruce Ogilvie of River¬ 
side, Calif. With his co-rider. Chuck Miller of Huntington 
Beach, Calif., Ogilvie's cycle crossed the finish line with 
an elapsed time of 9:39:25.27

CALGARY (CP) — Werner Ehret, a wealthy Calgary 
developer, has backed down from his pledge to build 
Calgary’s Olympic coliseum, only days after making the 
promise. Ehret said he will build condominium housing 
and offices on the site of a former Firestone tire plant, and 
he conceded under questioning that he has negotiated 
for city planning office approval for these projects 
for six months.

In the petition, Sanders seeks compensation for 
a knee injury suffered Nov. 20, 1977, in a game against 
Tampa Bay Buccaneers. The tight end underwent surgery 
to repair the knee, but retired at the end of training camp 
the following year. Sanders, 33, says he has been unable to 
retHrn to full physical action since the operation. If the 
claim is approved, the all-time leading Detroit pass 
catcher could receive $156 a week for life.

VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Joe Paopao’s two-year ap¬ 
prenticeship under Jerry 
Tagge is over and British 
Columbia Lions are wait¬ 
ing to find out how well he 
learned his lessons in Cana¬ 
dian Football League quar¬ 
terbacking. 

The 24-year-old is the 
man on the spot after being 
tabbed by head coach Vic 
Rapp to replace the vast 
experience of Tagge who 
failed his medical follow¬ 
ing off-season knee sur¬ 
gery. 

“I think I’m ready to 
walk out and into the real 
world now,” says Paopao. 
“I’m working on the things 
I need to work on, as op¬ 
posed to two years ago 
when I had a lot to learn.

Tagge was brought in by 
Rapp in 1977 and in three 
years gave the Lions a 26-

Tougher rules adopted 
in bid to stop brawling 


Gowan records 
double triumph 


MONTREAL (CP) — 
Scotty Morrison, the Na¬ 
tional Hockey League's 
referee-in-chief, said Mon¬ 
day that the league has 
adopted its toughest ap¬ 
proach yet toward brawl¬ 
ing and sent consideration 
of overtime in the regular 
season to the board of gov¬ 
ernors. 

“I don’t see that we can 
get any tougher," Morrison 
said after the NHL rules 
committee met for more 
than five hours as part of 
the league's annual meet- 
ings that got down to real 
business during the day. 

A new rule passed at the 
session says that when a 
fight erupts, all players 
must leave the area and go 
to their benches or a clear¬ 
ly-defined zone of non-com¬ 
batants. Failure to do so 
will result in a minor pen- 
alty. 

In addition, any player 
who drops a glove or both 
gloves after a fight has 
started will receive a 10- 
minute misconduct pen¬ 
alty. 

"We hope this will reduce 
the number of second and 
third fights that have been 
a concern to us,” Morrison 
said. 

Another change says that 
when coincident minor 


penalties are called with 
one team already one man 
short, immediate substitu¬ 
tion will be permitted for 
the players receiving pen¬ 
alties together. 

“The old rule meant that 
one team enjoyed a five-on- 
four advantage,” Morrison 
said. ’’It was acknow¬ 
ledged that this was be¬ 
coming a game tactic.” 

Teams with freewheel¬ 
ing power plays could open 
more ice for themselves by 
drawing the other club into 
coincident penalties. 

Maximum length of play¬ 
ers’ stick shafts was in¬ 
creased to 58 inches from 
55. and a visiting team now 
may be assessed a bench 
minor penalty for delay of 
the game if it attempts to 
make a second change be¬ 
fore a faccoff. 

The upper end of a goal¬ 
keeper's stick now must be 
covered with a knob of 
white tape or other materi¬ 
al approved by the rules 
committee. Billy Smith of 
New York Islanders was 
prominent during the re¬ 
cent Stanley Cup playoffs 
for his use of the stick to 
protect his goal area, at one 
time catching Buffalo 
Sabres winger Lindy Ruff 
below the eye with the butt 
end of his stick. 


But Smith and his col¬ 
leagues received help when 
the rules committee decid¬ 
ed that any opposite player 
standing in the crease will 
be assessed an interfer¬ 
ence penalty. Previously, 
he had to make contact 
with the netminder. 

Morrison also said that 
the committee called for a 
much stricter enforcement 
of the interference penalty, 
particularly when infrac¬ 
tions involved sticks. 

And in another develop¬ 
ment relating to brawling, 
any player who leaves the 
bench "during or to start 
an altercation” will receive 
a double minor and game 
misconduct and an auto¬ 
matic three-game suspen¬ 
sion, increased from one 
game. 

The second time the 
same player leaves the 
bench for that purpose, he 
will receive a six-game sus¬ 
pension, and the terms will 
increase by three games 
each time. The suspensions 
also will carry over from 
exhibition games into the 
regular season and play¬ 
offs. Previously, regular- 
season suspensions did not 
carry into the playoffs. 

“We’d be happy if we 
eliminated it completely,” 
Morrison said of brawling. 


“We’d be happy if there 
wasn’t a bench-clearing 
brawl all season.” 

The rules committee 
split "about half and half," 
Morrison said, on the ques¬ 
tion of instituting overtime 
for regular-season games 
that are tied after 60 
minutes. 

He said the matter was 
sent to the board of gover¬ 
nors after the committee 
had decided that, if such 
overtime were adopted, it 
would be a 10-minute sud¬ 
den death period rather 
than a five-minute period. 

"We would change ends, 
allow two minutes for the 
goalies to have a drink of 
water, and start the over¬ 
time,” said Morrison. 
"There wouldn’t be any in¬ 
termission as there is in the 
playoffs." 

The defunct World Hock¬ 
ey Association used a 10- 
minute sudden death over¬ 
time period after ties. A 
total of 7.1 per cent of WHA 
games ended in ties in its 
last season, 1978-79. In the 
last two seasons, the NHL 
has had 16.3 and 16.9 per 
cent of its games end in 
ties. 

The board of governors 
meets in Los Angeles later 
this month and is expected 
to discuss the matter then.

Andy Bean, who won the 
event a year ago with a 
record 23 -under-par total, 
was the only, man with a 
real chance to overtake 
Nelson. But Nelson picked 
up four strokes on Bean in a 
five-hole stretch, begin¬ 
ning on the third hole. 

He led by a comfortable 
margin of five or six 
strokes most of the way and 
nailed it down with a short- 
iron shot that set up a 
three-foot birdie putt on the 
13th hole. That put him six 
in front with five holes to 
play and, from then on, it 
was just a fight for second 
place. 

That position eventually 
ended in a tie between Bean 
and Don Pooley, who was in 
the clubhouse about an 
hour in front of the other 
leaders. He came out of the 
pack with a bogey-free, 
seven-under 65 Sunday.

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Old Gerulaitis habits 


help B6rg retain title 


PARIS (AP) — Vitas 
Gerulaitis wasn't able lo 
topple clay court master 
Bjorn Borg at this year’s 
French Open, but he now is 
beating both Jimmy Con¬ 
nors and John McEnroe, 
thanks to learning to con¬ 
trol his temper. 

“I used, to watch Jimmy 
win Forest Hills and say 
‘Gee, he's like a god,'” the 
25-year-old Gerulaitis said 
recently. "Now he looks 
like a good tennis player 
whom I can beat." 

And he beat Connors in 
the semifinals of the 
French Open, marking the 
second time he has defeat¬ 
ed Connors this year fol¬ 
lowing a miserable eight- 
year record of beating him 
only once in 16 matches. 
The New Yorker also has 
upset McEnroe three times 
this year. 

The change in Gerulaitis 
— ranked No. 4 in the world 
behind Borg, McEnroe and 
Connors — started when 
Fred Stolle, a former 
champion himself, became 
his coach two years ago. 

Stolle refined his pro¬ 
tege's raw athletic prow¬ 
ess, then zeroed in on what 
he calls a lack of mental 
toughness. 

Prima donna behavior on 
the court — vehement chal¬ 
lenges of line calls and un¬ 
couth language — may 
work for McEnroe and 
Connors, but Stolle found 
they didn’t work for Geru- 
—laitis. 


“Some players, like 
McEnroe, feed off of that 
sort of thing,” Stolle said. 
"When Vitas gets upset, it 
affects his concentration. 

“When he gets mad at an 
umpire, he may give the 
whole set away." 

Gerulaitis abandoned 
that approach throughout 
the rough two-week clay 
court tournament here, 
only to have old habits 
creetrtwck during the final 
Sunday against his neme¬ 
sis. 

Though he surprised 
Borg in the first set, com¬ 
ing from behind 1-5 to 4-5, 
he then lost his composure 
and the set, and Borg easily 
put away the match. 

As of old, Gerulaitis 
played excellent tennis at 
times, but he lost the war of 
nerves. While Borg re¬ 
mained intense and stone¬ 
faced throughout their 106 
minutes on court, Gerulai¬ 
tis ran the gamut of facial 
and verbal expressions and 
his deteriorating concen¬ 
tration mav have hastened 
his 6-4,6-2,6-1 defeat. 

"That's the way he is," 
Borg said of his practice 
buddy and final foe. "He's 


got a temper when he 
plays. 

"It doesn’t bother me, 
but it seems to disturb him 
some.” 

Gerulaitis agrees. He 
says Stolle has steadied 
him as a player and as a 
person. There are curfews 
on his nightclub expedi¬ 
tions when he's on tour and 
more practice sessions to 
work on his serve. Most 
importantly, Gerulaitis 
says, Stolle makes him a 
more confident player with 
better concentration. 

“I got annoyed about 
calls, got upset and things 
just slipped away. If I see 
Fred during a match, he'll 
say ‘Come on, now. You've 
got to start concentrating.' 
And he puts me back on the 
track again." 

Stolle and Gerulaitis 
have a unique relationship: 
Not only do they share hotel 
rooms and room service 
meals, they also play pro¬ 
fessional doubles together. 

Though neither will re¬ 
veal the specifics about 
how they’re working on 
toughening Gertilaitis's 
mental game, their rapport 
is immediately evident.

A telegram was sent during the first working day of 
the federation’s three-day convention here, Mayor Jack 
Volrich of Vancouver said during a discussion of constitu¬ 
tional matters at the convention. 

Constitutional concerns dominated initial working 
sessions and resulted in one official schedule change to 
provjde extra time Tuesday night to debate the munici¬ 
pal/government role. 

Delegates doubled the time allotted for discussion 
of constitutional reform after several said a 90-minute 
session scheduled Wednesday was too little and too late. 

The federation is due to discuss a report on consti¬ 
tutional reform Tuesday night in addition to the scheduled 
Wednesday session. 

Mayor C. J. Purvis of Edmonton, federation presi¬ 
dent, heard several delegates from the floor say the 
current constitutional debate, focused on the federal- 
provincial talks in Ottawa, involved the future existence 
of municipal government and needed more study than had 
been provided for.

OTTAWA (CP) — Prime 
Minister Trudeau might be 
forgiven for thinking his¬ 
tory is passing him by. 

Trudeau invited the 10 
premiers for lunch Monday 
and stood outside his 24 
Sussex Drive home to greet 
them. 

When the Quebec govern¬ 
ment limousine carrying 
Premier Rene Levesque 
pulled up at Trudeau’s resi¬ 
dence, Levesque walked 
briskly to the door, going 
right by Trudeau. 

Then, looking back, the 
near-sighted premier saw 
Trudeau and went back to 
shake his hand. 

“He thought I was 
press," Trudeau joked. 

"Excuse me,” Levesque 
said. "That's the second 
time.” 

This was an apparent ref¬ 
erence to a 1977 visit by 
Trudeau to Quebec City 
when the prime minister 
missed Levesque in a crush 
of reporters. 

After Levesque, B.C.’s 
Premier Bill Bennett went 
to the entrance and walked 
past Trudeau. “I almost 
missed you,” Bennett apo¬ 
logized. 


Justice Minister Jean 
Chretien told him there was 
no guarantee their de¬ 
mands would come up, 
Starblanket said. 

The Indian leader said if 
natives are shut out of the 
constitutional debate, “we 
could go to the United Na¬ 
tions and embarrass the 
hell out of Canada.”

He said the brotherhood 
is hoping for support from 
the British House of Com 
mons and House of Lords to 
block patriation of the Brit 
ish North America Act 
until treaty and aboriginal 
rights are honored.

Alberta Native Teachers 
Society conference Satur 
day at Hobbema, Starb 
lanket said said Indians 
should take charge of their 
own education. 

“It is the difference in 
Canadian values and In 
dian values which makes 
Canadian education inap¬ 
propriate for Indian peo 
pie. Contemporary Indian 
education has always been 
a one-way street leading 
away from Indian com 
munitics.”

Perils of using drug speed 


By PAUL G. 
DONOHUE, M.D. 


DEAR DR. DONOHUE: 

This question may seem a 
bit out of the ordinary, but I 
have become concerned 
about several friends of 
mine who are taking 
“speed" to lose weight and 
stay awake. They are tak¬ 
ing pills that look like min¬ 
iature aspirins and are 
white. Will these pills have 
any short or long-term bad 
effects? Do you think I am 
being ovei^-anxious, or is 
there cause for concern? 
The pills are being made by 
college students. —S.S. 

The wisdom of using am¬ 
phetamines for weight loss 
is questionable at best. 
They do not suppress the 
"appetite centres” of the 
brain. They do stimulate 
other areas of the brain, 
causing agitation and ac¬ 
tivity. They raise blood 
pressure. 

The use of ampheta¬ 
mines to overcome sleepi¬ 
ness, except in special 
cases, (narcolepsy, for ex¬ 
ample) should also be dis¬ 
couraged. The ampheta¬ 
mines should be used only 



under medical supervision. 

Abuse of them can cause 
insomnia, personality 
changes, headaches and 
disturbance of the heart 
beat. The users should 
know better. 

Yes, you have good rea¬ 
son for concern. Besides, 
drugs manufactured in 
crude facilities often con¬ 
tain various impurities, in¬ 
creasing the dangers. 


Dear Dr. Donohue: I was 

involved in an accident 
four years ago that caused 
damage to my back. My 
family doctor then pre¬ 
scribed Percodan to ease 
the pain. I have taken it 
daily since. I have been 
warned that I shouldn't be 
taking it, but I don't know 
what else I should do for the 
pain. My back condition 
was called non-operable 
then. I'll look for your an¬ 
swer. — D.L.M. 


Percodan is a combina¬ 
tion drug containing a 
semi-synthetic narcotic 
drug similar to morphine, 
also aspirin, caffeine and 
phenacetin. another pain- 
reliever. It may be habit 
forming. 

I am sorry you are hav¬ 
ing such severe back pain 
this long after your acci¬ 
dent. Perhaps it is time to 
consult a neurosurgeon or a 
neurologist to see if any 
procedure is now available 
to ease your pain. 

If there is none, and if 
only a narcotic can make 
your pain tolerable, then, 
under your doctor's guid¬ 
ance, it is acceptable to use 
it. Your kidney function 
should be checked from 
time to time because of the 
phenacetin in the Perco¬ 
dan. 

It might also be time to 
see if a non-narcotic pain 
reliever can be used. At 
any rate, it is time for re- 
evaluation of your problem 
and your medication. If 
a non-narcotic medicine is 
to be used you may have 
to withdraw from the pres¬ 
ent medicine gradually. 



It’s another one of those 
illnesses whose cause is 
not known. People who 
have it may have an ac¬ 
companying arthritis. 
There is a very peculiar 
reaction that takes place in 
people with Behcet’s. After 
they have had a needle in¬ 
jected into their skin, they 
often develop a little pus- 
filled sore about 2-t hours 
afterward at the injection 
site. 

The symptoms of Beh¬ 
cet’s come and go, and 
there may be periods of 
weeks or years when there 
are no symptoms at all.

Iranian President Abol- 
hassan Bani-Sadr was 
quoted Monday as saying 
he believes the Americans 
being held as hostages in 
Iran should not be put on 
trial because of the ques¬ 
tions it might raise among 
Iranians. 

“If they are tried in an 
open court and enjoyed the 
privilege of an attorney, 
then there would be people 
who would question us as to 
the reason why they were 
given such an advantage 
while others were deprived 
of it,” Bani-Sadr told the 
newspaper EttelaL 

Defence lawyers are not 
permitted for persons tried 
in the Islamic Revolution¬ 
ary courts. The courts have 
condemned hundreds of the 
former shah’s supporters 
to death and ordered the 
executions of many Ira¬ 
nians found guilty of drug 
smuggling and other 
crimes. 


“Even if they (the hos¬ 
tages) were tried and it 
became evident that they 
were not spies we would be 
questioned as to the reason 
why they were held prison¬ 
er for seven months,” 
Bani-Sadr added. 

Revolutionary leader 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Kho¬ 
meini has told Iran's newly 
elected Majlis, or parlia¬ 
ment, to decide the hos¬ 
tages’ fate. But its provi¬ 
sional chairman, Yadollah 
Sahabi, said two weeks ago 
the debate may not begin 
for two months. 

The militants who took 
the Americans hostage 
Nov. 4 have frequently de¬ 
manded they be tried for 
espionage. They also de¬ 
mand the return for trial of 
Shah Mohammad Reza 
Pahlavi, now in exile in 
Egypt. 

In Algiers, Iran’s oil min¬ 
ister, Ali Akbar Moinfar, 
said his country has 
lowered Its oil production 


because of Western eco¬ 
nomic sanctions. 

Moinfar told reporters at 
the meeting of the Organi¬ 
zation of Petroleum Ex¬ 
porting Countries that Iran 
has reduced its output and 
sales in part because the 
sanctions keep it from 
spending oil revenues on 
goods from abroad. 

The U.S., Japan and the 
European Economic Com¬ 
munity have imposed sanc¬ 
tions to block trade with 
Iran to protest the holding 
of the 53 Americans, who 
spent their 219th day in cap¬ 
tivity Monday. 

In other developments: 

• In a broadcast moni¬ 
tored in London, the offi¬ 
cial Radio Tehran quoted 
from the newspaper Jom- 
huri-ye Eslami as report¬ 
ing that “it has been learn¬ 
ed from well-informed 
sources that an Iraqi spy 
close to (Iraqi leader) Sad¬ 
dam Hussein and (former 


Iranian prime minister) 
Shahpour Bakhtiar has. 
been arrested.” 

It said the spy confessed 
he attended meetings be¬ 
tween Hussein and Bakh¬ 
tiar at which plots were 
drafted. 

• The radio also said a 
“notorious Savak (secret 
police) torturer" was exe¬ 
cuted at Evin prison in 


Tehran after he was given 
“500 lashes of the whip so 
he could experience world¬ 
ly retribution” for his 
crimes. 

The official Iranian news 
agency Pars, reporting the 
same execution, said 
“Farajollah Kamangar, 
known as Kamali" was ex¬ 
ecuted by firing squad 
after 150 lashes. 


Iran rescue coup 
hit as cheap trick 




TORONTO (UPC) - Mi¬ 
chael Smith, Canadian 
delegate to the internation¬ 
al conference into Ameri¬ 
can intervention in Iran, 
Monday offered praise for 
the Iranian revolution and 
condemnation of Canada's 
position. 

Smith said Canadian am¬ 
bassador to Iran, Ken Tay¬ 
lor, “collaborated with the 
CIA to smuggle American 
spies out of Iran,” when he 
helped in the secret evacu¬ 
ation earlier this year of six 
Americans from Tehran. 

“Canada’s government 
and capitalist class is the 
most shameless ally of U.S. 
imperialism,” he said.

Fishermen heed call 
to reject price offer 


VANCOUVER (UPC) - 
Some 7,000 unionized B.C. 
fishermen heeded a recom¬ 
mendation from their lead¬ 
ers and voted by 94 per cent 
Monday to reject an offer 
for minimum salmon 
prices. 

Bill Procopation, busi¬ 
ness agent for the United 
Fishermen and Allied 
Workers Union, said the 
union and the United Na¬ 
tive Brotherhood's negotia¬ 
tors were ready to resume 
bargaining. 

The Fisheries Associa¬ 
tion of B.C., bargaining 


agent for 10 processing 
firms, had made an offer 
that called for price cuts on 
sockeye and coho salmon 
and last year's minimum 
price for all other species. 

The vote rejection Mon¬ 
day was not a strike vote, 
Procopation said, and both 
sides had expressed opti¬ 
mism that an agreement on 
salmon prices could be 
reached before the season 
opens Ipter this month. 

“Price is the crucial fac¬ 
tor," processors' associa¬ 
tion executive secretary 
Mike Burgess said Mon¬ 


day. “Last year, Alaskan 
sockeye sold for 80 cents a 
pound; our's sold for $1.05. 

“This year, Alaskan fish 
is going for 40 cents a 
pound. We compete in the 
same markets as they do 
and we just can’t afford to 
pay $1.05 this year.” 

Burgess said two pro¬ 
cessing firms had already 
gone bankrupt and more 
would follow without a 
profitable salmon season. 

The union was unwilling 
to accept price cuts, stating 
B.C. processors had always 
had to compete with the 
larger Alaska fishery.

He assumed office 
May 22. 

Hambleton, of Wagg & Hambleton, was president of 
the group's provincial chapter in 1975 and has been on the 
national board since then. Until this year, the institute 
operated as a federation of provincial groups with the 
national board consisting of provincial presidents and 
past presidents.

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Formerly active gardeners who, 
for one reason or another, are no 
longer able to have an outdoor gar¬ 
den of their own are always looking 
for new ways of setting up spots of 
greenery in their rooms or apart¬ 
ments. For many such people—and, 
indeed, for those of us who are as 
enthusiastic about our indoor gar¬ 
dening activities as the outdoors— 
the simplest and most charming way 
of establishing indoor plantings is 
often through the use of a terrar¬ 
ium. 

A terrarium establishes a minia¬ 
ture landscape within a glass or plas¬ 
tic container and there’s nothing 
mysterious or difficult about this 
method. A closed container main¬ 
tains its own self-sustaining ecosys¬ 
tem which continually recycles the 
water for the plants. It’s the obvious 
answer to the problem of keeping 
healthy many of those humidity-lov¬ 
ing plants in our often dry, overheat¬ 
ed homes. Unusual tropical plants 
also requiring high humidity do well 
in these enclosed terrariums. 

A glass container can also have a 
small opening and still a higher hu¬ 
midity would be maintained than 
would be the case in a regular pot. I 
have had great success with large 
peanut butter jars, with the lids off, 
for smaller plants. I like to use some¬ 
thing that is relatively easy to plant 
up, like an aquarium. Even the 
smaller, oval aquariums have an 
opening large enough to reach into. 
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90 ALL. I NEED IS SOME MONEY 
AND DM ALL SET 


But any clear glass or plastic 
container large enough to hold a few 
inches of soil above a layer of drain¬ 
age material such as gravel or bro¬ 
ken-up clay flowerpots will do. Even 
a large glass jug can be easily han¬ 
dled laid on its side with an opening 
cut out of the upper side. 

Once you have chosen your con¬ 
tainer, a layer of drainage material 
must be laid down and, if possible, a 
layer of sphagnum moss should be 
laid over the, drainage material to 
help prevent the soil from sifting 
down and clogging the drainage. 

The soil itself should be fibrous 
and humusy; it must drain quickly. A 
most Important point to make is that 
the soil for a terrarium absolutely 
must be sterilized as any fungus, dis¬ 
ease or insects left living in the soil 
would flourish wonderfully in the en¬ 
closed, humid atmosphere of a ter¬ 
rarium. 

In chosing your plantings, aim at 
a variety of shapes. Perhaps select 
one taller plant, maybe a young palm 
or a dracaena, for the centre of the 
container or for the back of the 
plantings. 

Next, position two or three or 
more, depending on the size of the 
container, smaller, bushy plantings 
around or in front of the large cen¬ 
trepiece plant. There are many such 
plants to choose from but try to 
include one with colored foliage, per¬ 
haps a variegated one. Strive for a 
constant in color, size and leaf shape 


for the most pleasing effect. 

For instance, you might decide to 
combine the jagged and glossy¬ 
leaved holly fern with the soft table 
fern and a fat-leaved variegated 
pothos. Ferns were the original ter¬ 
rarium subjects. The table fern is 
beautifully soft and frilly and a lovely 
delicate light green. It remains small 
and so does not outgrow its confines 
for a long time, an important con¬ 
sideration with terrariums. 

Moss fern, pileas and aluminum 
plant are other good terrarium sub¬ 
jects. The most difficult fern of all, 
the maidenhair fern, will not survive 
most home conditions but should do 
quite well in the humid atmosphere 
of a terrarium. To my taste, it is 
the most beautiful of all ferns. 

It’s a good Idea to finish off with a 
ground cover or two. Small-leaved 
ivies are ideal and my favorite is the 
needlepoint ivy. Another lovely 
pnundcover that thrives is creeping 

Once your plantings are complete, 
you can add the finishing’ touches— 
a green frog sitting on a piece of 
bark, small rocks, shells or whatever 
Strikes your fancy. Water slowly and 
carefully, wipe down the inside of the 
container and leave the lid off for a 
day. Once the lid goes on, watch for 
light condensation on the lid and 
walls. If there Is none, add just a bit 
more water. Once the terrarium is 
established, you should only need to 
mist-water about four times a year.

“Economic policy-mak¬ 
ing—that of my genera¬ 
tion—was a wonderfully 
pleasant time," John Ken¬ 
neth Galbraith reminisced 
recently. "Economists met 
with the president to de¬ 
cide, in effect, who would 
have more.’’ 

The economy was like a 
pie that got plumper and 
juicier every year, and the 
economist's delightful task 
was to recommend a stra¬ 
tegic slicing of portions to 
stimulate the jolly pie- 
eaters toward general 
mouth-watering so that an 
even plumper, even juicier 
pie would be guaranteed 
the following year. 

Gross National Product! 
That phrase, reverently 
capitalized, was the only 
term a layman needed to 
understand. A growing 
GNP meant a better 
America—that was the be¬ 
ginning and. surely, the end 
of it. 

Now the U.S. Commerce 
Department had just re¬ 
ported that the GNP rose a 
negligible 0.6 per cent dur¬ 
ing the first quarter—hard 
ly enough pie for a self-re¬ 
specting mouse. Suddenly 
the layman is hearing a 
different, shriveled rheto¬ 
ric from the economists, 
featuring less-than-plump 
words like “no-growth” 
and "zero-sum." 

How can we poor eco¬ 
nomic ignoramuses under 
stand the new dialectic of 
the ’80s? One elementary 
approach is to divide econ¬ 


omists into Jack Horners 
and Simple Simons, those 
heroes of other primers. 

The Jack Horners, loyal 
to the unexpurgated 
American Dream, believe 
that the GNP (Great Na¬ 
tional Pie) still would be 
growing plumper and jui¬ 
cier every year if only 
those busybody kitchen in- 
spectors—otherwise 
known as federal bureau¬ 
crats—would just leave the 
world’s freely enterprising 
bakers alone. 

All of us will be sticking 
in our thumbs and pulling 
out plums again, provided 
we elect Ronald Reagan. 
This is the message of the 
Jack Horners around the 
candidate, including Jude 
Wanniski. 

Now the nursery rhyme 
begins to get complicated, 
so let’s pay close attention, 
fellow economic illiterates. 

Wanniski—a former edi¬ 
torial writer for the Wall 
Street Journal— is an in¬ 
separable friend of the 
phrase the “Laffer 
Curve," named after the 
economist Arthur Laffer. 
In the words of Wanniski, 
the Laffer Curve says that 
“you can raise tax rate to a 
point where individuals are 
discouraged from produc¬ 
ing." On the other hand, if 
you cut taxes, the Great 
National Pie grows again, 
thus solving your revenue 
problem at the same time. 
And so the Laffer Curve 
allows Reagan to promise a 
20 per cent reduction in 


taxes while calling for a 
higher defence budget, and 
even managing a second 
chorus of “What a good boy 
am I!” 

Rightly Is it called a 
curve, sneer the Simple 
Simons, who argue that no¬ 
body ever gets a piece of 
pie at the fair unless he 
pays the pieman for it. 
Their spokesman, at the 
moment, is Lester C. 
Thurow, a professor of eco¬ 
nomics at MIT and author 
of The Zero-Sum Society 
(Basic Books) "Our eco¬ 
nomic problems are solv¬ 
able," Thurow writes. “But 
all these solutions have the 
characteristic that some¬ 
one must suffer large eco¬ 
nomic losses.” He con¬ 
cludes with little fear of 
contradiction: “No one 
wants to volunteer for this 
role." 

The Jack Homers are 
masters of addition and 
multiplication. The Simple 
Simons specialize in sub¬ 
traction. 

What, if anything, do 
Jack Homer and Simple 
Simon have in common? 
They both love pie. And 
they will demand it a la 
mode if you let them. 
Thurow suggests that what 
Americans produce most 
successfully are “new 
wants.” Given a little time, 
these "wants become ne¬ 
cessities.” Then, if peo¬ 
ple’s "income rises less 
rapidly than someone 
else's, or less rapidly than 
they expect, they may even 


feel poorer as their income 
rises." 

Wanniski puts it more 
bluntly: “We all want to 
live like Frank Sinatra." 

Jack Homer never can 
pull out enough plums. 
Simple Simon never can 
sample enough of the pie¬ 
man’s wares. Are there no 
alternatives to the Itch of 
affluence or the sting of 
frustration. 

Nobody wants to be the 
Old Woman in the Shoe-. 
And all economists certain¬ 
ly prefer the metaphor of 
cutting up the pic to spoon 
ing out fair shares of curds 
and whey. Still, must goo¬ 
dies be the prime purpose 
of life? 

We cannot ask econo¬ 
mists to supply an alterna¬ 
tive. Goodies are their busi- 
ness. It would be 
hypocritical to pretend one 
is indifferent to needs and 
wants. It would be lacking 
in compassion to behave 
with indifference toward 
the needs and wants of 
others. But surely it is self- 
defeating to make consum¬ 
erism the high road to a 
happy and good life at this 
—or any other—time, and 
those of us who are not 
economists should keep re¬ 
minding ourselves of the 
fact. For it is a fact. 

As everybody knows who 
has gotten even a small 
slice, pie is the romance; 
pie exists mostly in the sky 
anyway. About 3 o'clock in 
the morning you could ask 
Frank Sinatra. 



Things / Learned En Route to 
Looking Up Other Things: 

•That “clink” is not a slang word 
for a jail, but actually comes from the 
name of an old prison in Southwark, 
London, where delinquents of the 
manor were confined. (The Clink 
was burned down in the Gordon Riots 
of 1780, but the name still lives on.) 

• That the U.S. Coast Guard is 
the only government agency that op¬ 
erates under the changing jurisdic¬ 
tions of two different cabinet offices: 
the treasury department in peace¬ 
time, and the navy department in 
wartime. 

•That if you suppose the modem 
“superdomes” are capacious, the 
Circus Maximus in ancient Rome, 
used for athletic exhibitions, seated 
385,000 spectators. (The arena alone 
was the length of seven football 
fields.) 


• That Sen. Strom Thurmond of 
South Carolina is the only candidate 
on record who has carried his own 
state on four different tickets—for 
both major parties, for the Dixiecrats 
in 1948, and once as an independent 
write-in candidate.

The Tonys are awarded annually by 
the American Theater Wing for excel¬ 
lence on Broadway. 

It was Miss Frclich’s own story that 
inspired Medoff to write Children of a 
Lesser God. and he himself used sign 
language to accompany his acceptance 
speech. 

Evita was named best musical, and 
star Patti LuPonc won a Tony for out¬ 
standing actress in a musical in her role 
as Eva Peron, while director Harold 
Prince won his record 14th Tony for 
directing the English musical.

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Carter 
vehicle 
hit by 
bottle 

MIAMI (AP) — Presi¬ 
dent Carter’s motorcade 
was pelted by rocks and 
bottles thrown by a booing 
crowd of about 400 persons 
as he was leaving a com¬ 
munity centre in the riot- 
scarred black section of 
Miami Monday night. 

The president was not in¬ 
jured, but the rear of his 
limousine was hit by a fly¬ 
ing bottle just after he sat 
down in the back seat. A 
bottle also hit a photog¬ 
rapher. 

Other vehicles in the mo¬ 
torcade had to thread their 
way through the crowd, 
which before Carter’s ap¬ 
pearance had been kept be¬ 
hind police barricades. But 
scores of people broke 
through the police lines, 
slowing the remaining cars 
and buses. 

Besides Carter's limou¬ 
sine, at least one other ve¬ 
hicle, a bus carrying staff 
and guests was hit, break¬ 
ing a window. 

Carter had gone to the 
centre to meet with black 
leaders, local politicians 
and business leaders. He 
had told them: “I will meet 
you at least half way in 
carrying out our program 
for better life here in Lib¬ 
erty City if you will meet 
me the other half way.” 

A presidential aide had 
said Carter had explained 
that he was unable to de¬ 
clare the neighborhood a 
major disaster area, which 
would have made it eligible 
for federal aid and low-in¬ 
terest business loans—be¬ 
cause federal law limits 
such declarations to natu¬ 
ral disasters and nut civil 
disturbances. 

The area bears the scars 
of three days of rioting that 
began May 17 after a jury 
in Tampa acquitted four 
former policemen charged 
in the beating death of 
Arthur McDuffie, a black 
insurance executive.

OTTAWA (CP) — 
Prime Minister Trudeau 
and the 10 premiers 
agreed Monday to 
launch their govern¬ 
ments on vigorous con- 
stitutional talks 
throughout the summer, 
culiminating in a crucial 
four-day meeting of 
first ministers begin¬ 
ning Sept. 8. 

But Trudeau tempered 
cautious optimism about 
the outcome of the private, 
day-long meeting at his 
residence by warning that 
failure to make significant 
progress in September 
would be “an extreme and 
serious failure for Canada. 

“I would act in conse¬ 
quence," Trudeau told re¬ 
porters at a news confer- 
ehce, leaving open the 
possibility of the federal 
government acting on its 
own or with less than unan¬ 
imous support from the 
provinces. 

Premiers indicated it 
would be a long, tough sum¬ 
mer of negotiating. 

Quebec's Rene Levesque 
said any new constitution 
had to "provide for explicit 
recognition of Quebec’s 
right to self-determina¬ 
tion." 

And he called for more 
open-mindedness by Tru¬ 
deau over the prime minis¬ 
ter’s demands for constitu¬ 
tional language guaran¬ 
tees. Levesque considers 
linguistic matters should 
be under provincial con¬ 
trol. 

Alberta Premier Peter 
Lougheed said tersely that 
he would have no enthusi¬ 
asm for constitutional 
change until the conten¬ 
tious energy-pricing issue 
was resolved. He was not 
optimistic the, energy dis¬ 
pute with Ottawa would be 
settled by fall. 

Trudeau and the pre¬ 
miers agreed the summer 
talks would deal with 12 
separate constitutional 
issues about the division of 
powers and the principles 
that should undcrly a new 
constitution. 

The prime minister said 
government leaders could 
not forget the “solemn 
commitment” of constitu 
tional change made to Que¬ 
becers during the May 20 
referendum debate. The 
political consequences 
could of not living up to the 
promises could be "very 
serious indeed. 

“I would have to envision 
other forms of moving to 
see what we could do,” 
Trudeau said. “Perhaps we 
could move some of us to¬ 
gether, several of us to¬ 
gether, not all 11 of us to¬ 
gether” 

But he said this was hypo¬ 
thetical because some of 
the premiers appeared to 
be flexible, for example, on 
the language issue. And it 
was too soon to say whether 
Monday's meeting was a 
success or failure.

Premiers snub 
Trudeau guide 

OTTAWA (CP) — A statement of principles prepared 
by Prime Minister Trudeau to guide the nation in reform¬ 
ing the constitution was given short shrift by the premiers 
Monday. 

In fact, after reading the first three words, Quebec 
Premier Rene Levesque was ready to toss the flow¬ 
ery statement into the wastebasket. Other premiers found 
what Trudeau described as "objectionable" points far¬ 
ther down the 32-line document. 

But the premiers did agree that formulating such a 
statement of principles should be the first priority of a 
committee of federal and provincial ministers studying 
constitutional issues this summer, Trudeau said. 

A revised version of the statement could then be of¬ 
ficially endorsed by Trudeau and the 10 premiers at 
an in-depth constitutional conference Sept. 8 to 12. 

Speaking to reporters, Trudeau speculated that his 
statement of principles will be watered down to espouse 
less controversial sentiments. 

“A nice motherhood preamble is something that 
would warm all our hearts." 

Trudeau telexed a copy of the statement Friday to 
the 10 premiers in advance of Monday’s preliminary 
talks on constitutional change. 

Levesque read the first few words — “We, the peo¬ 
ple of Canada . . . ”—and knew the statement was not 
for him. 

The Quebec premier said the first words should have 
been "We the peoples of Canada,” to recognize the 
French and English duality of the country.

Provinces 
eyeing 
fall talks

When Pierre will go 


OTTAWA (UPC) — Prime Minister 
Pierre Trudeau said Monday he would 
retire from politics if he and the 10 
provincial premiers reached an agree¬ 
ment on a new Canadian constitution at 
next September’s first minister’s con¬ 
ference. 

At a news conference following a 
day-long meeting with the premiers, 
Trudeau also warned that it would be a 
"disaster ... a catastrophe” for Can¬ 
ada if the 11 political leaders failed to 
rewrite Canada's constitution. 

“If we do reach agreement on all 
these things, I would be very, very 
anxious to retire soon," said Trudeau, 


when asked of his own future. "That 
might be an incentive to a lot of people, 
I’d say.” 

Asked what would happen if the 
leaders failed to reach agreement on 
the substantive areas of reform, Tru¬ 
deau made it clear he would art unila¬ 
terally to bring about constitutional 
change—especially in terms of lin¬ 
guistic rights. 

He repeated his warning that Quebec 
might decide to vote for independence 
if there were no quick signs of constitu¬ 
tional reform by the federal and pro¬ 
vincial governments. 
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Freight-train blaze curbed 
after townfolk evacuated 
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LONDON, Ont. (CP) — A fire from a 
freight train which derailed and forced 
an evacuation of about 300 persons Mon¬ 
day was brought under control in two 
hours.

Threat to lives as well 

Vandalism cost 


can be higher 
than just money

PARKSVILLE — Van¬ 
dalism. 

It's costing School Dis¬ 
trict (19 taxpayers thou¬ 
sands of dollars every 
year. And it has the poten¬ 
tial to cost much more than 
that—the lives of innocent 
people. 

All it takes is one stop 
sign to be knocked down, 
then a car to go through and 
crash into another, and a 
simple charge of vandal¬ 
ism could quickly become 
one of manslaughter. 

Vandalism has been a 
problem in School District 
69, although not to the ex¬ 
tent it has reached in other 
communities. 

But with 97 offences re¬ 
ported to Parksville RCMP 
in the first four months of 
this year, involving well 
over $10,000 in damage, it is 
becoming more than an in¬ 
convenience. 

To help combat the rising 
number of incidents, the 
recent Police Week was de¬ 
voted to the theme Veto 
Vandalism, a public 
awareness program at¬ 
tempting to short-circuit 
vandalism before it hap¬ 
pens. 

The program tries to get 
citizens to report any inci¬ 
dents they see, or talk any 
prospective vandals out of 
the act. 

"Most of it is just oppor¬ 
tunity stuff," CpI. Clay 
Thompson of the Parks¬ 
ville detachment said. 

Street signs and lights 
are easy targets at night 
when there are few people 
around. 

And Parksville, for one, 
has found this to be only too 
true. 

In an eight month period 
last year, $3,345.90 was 
spent on repairing street 
signs alone. 

As well, some vandals 
made off with four truck 
radios valued at $1,000 
apiece frotn the public 
works yard on Shelly Road 
earlier this year. Small 
carpentry tools were also 
taken. 

“It's getting out of 
hand," Randy Shelldrake, 
traffic control supervisor 
for the town, said. 

"We are trying to make 
things as safe as we can, 
but it’s frustrating as 
hell "

"I don't think kids realize

Kids have to shoulder 
much of the blame as sta¬ 
tistics have shown 75 per 
cent of all vandals are be¬ 
tween the ages of seven and 
18 years. 

In this area, it’s been no 
different, with Cpl. Thomp¬ 
son estimating most dam¬ 
age is done by people under 
21 . 

And it isn't a boys-only 
sport. Girls have been 
caught in Parksville 
knocking down signs. 

Whoever has been re¬ 
sponsible, they choose to do 
it in certain periods. 

“It comes in spells,” 
Shelldrake said. 

Qualicum public works 
superintendent Bill Suther- 
land concurs, saying 
“every once in a while we 
get a rash of them." 

The last couple of months 
in Parksville “have been 
good." Shelldrake said, but 
before that "every Monday 
morning 1 was out there." 

Meanwhile, Qualicum 
has been quiet of late but 
two separate incidents, one 
near Christmas and the 
other in March, have sent 
the village's bills sky 
rocketing 

Secret ary-treasurer 
Svein Urdahl said local 
schools don't suffer mui h 
vandalism Hr added that 
"this district is like a pus 


sycal compared to the 
mainland." 

Most of the dollars ex¬ 
panded by the school board 
to cover vandalism go to¬ 
ward repairing windows, 
many of which are broken 
accidentally, Urdahl said. 

The biggest part of it is 
cleanup rather than re¬ 
pairs. 

“It’s not a heavy prob¬ 
lem," Urdhal commented, 
and it is “hard to put a 
figure on" the damage 
done. 

The biggest incident re 
cently was a case of arson 
in the girls' washroom at 
Ballenas, and that required 
mainly a new paint job.

LAUSANNE, Switzerland (AP) — Count Jean de 
Beaumont tried unsuccessfully Monday to get the sum¬ 
mer session of the International Olympic Committee 
moved from Moscow “because it’s the wrong place at this 
time and the mood will be wrong.” 

“I was told my ideas were absurd,” the French 
aristocrat, 76, said after a day-long meeting of the 
IOC executive board.

Municipalities 
want voice in 
constitution talks 

Halifax (CP) — The federation of Canadian Muni¬ 
cipalities officially protested Monday the lack of direct 
municipal government representation at the constitution¬ 
al conference in Ottawa. 

A telegram was sent during the first working day of 
the federation’s three-day convention here. Mayor Jack 
Volrich of Vancouver said during a discussion of constitu¬ 
tional matters at the convention. 

Constitutional concerns dominated initial working 
sessions and resulted in one official schedule change to 
provide extra time Tuesday night to debate the munici¬ 
pal government role. 

Delegates doubled the time allotted for discussion 
of constitutional reform after several said a 90-minute 
session scheduled Wednesday was too little and too late. 

The federation is due to discuss a report on consti¬ 
tutional reform Tuesday night in addition to the scheduled 
Wednesday session. 

Mayor C. J. Purvis of Edmonton, federation presi¬ 
dent, heard several delegates from the floor say the 
current constitutional debate, focused on the federal- 
provincial talks in Ottawa, involved the future existence 
of municipal government and needed more study than had 
been provided for.

OTTAWA (CP) - Prime 
Minister Trudeau might be 
forgiven for thinking his¬ 
tory is passing him by. 

Trudeau invited the 10 
premiers for lunch Monday 
and stood outside his 24 
Sussex Drive home to greet 
them. 

When the Quebec govern¬ 
ment limousine carrying 
Premier Rene Levesque 
pulled up at Trudeau's resi¬ 
dence, Levesque walked 
briskly to the door, going 
right by Trudeau. 

Then, looking back, the 
near-sighted premier saw 
Trudeau and went back to 
shake his hand. 

“He thought I was 
press," Trudeau joked. 

‘‘Excuse me,” Levesque 
said. "That’s the second 
time." 

This was an apparent ref¬ 
erence to a 1977 visit by 
Trudeau to Quebec City 
when the prime minister 
missed Levesque in a crush 
of reporters. 

After Levesque, B.C.’s 
Premier Bill Bennett went 
to the entrance and walked 
past Trudeau. “I almost 
missed you," Bennett apo¬ 
logized. 


Justice Minister Jean 
Chretien told him there was 
no guarantee their de¬ 
mands would come up, 
Starblanket said.

Hostages: a trial too chancy?

Iranian President Abol- 
hassan Bani-Sadr was 
quoted Monday as saying 
he believes the Americans 
being held as hostages in 
Iran should not be put on 
trial because of the ques¬ 
tions it might raise among 
Iranians. 

"If they arc tried in an 
open court and enjoyed the 
privilege of an attorney, 
then there would be people 
who would question us as to 
the reason why they were 
given such an advantage 
while others were deprived 
of it,” Bani-Sadr told the 
newspaper Ettclat. 

Defence lawyers arc not 
permitted for persons tried 
in the Islamic Revolution¬ 
ary courts. The courts have 
condemned hundreds of the 
former shah's supporters 
to death and ordered the 
executions of many Ira¬ 
nians found guilty of drug 
smuggling and other 
crimes. 


“Even if they (the hos¬ 
tages) were tried and it 
became evident that they 
were not spies we would be 
questioned as to the reason 
why they were held prison¬ 
er for seven months,” 
Bani-Sadr added. 

Revolutionary leader 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Kho¬ 
meini has told Iran’s newiy 
elected Majlis, or parlia¬ 
ment, to decide the hos¬ 
tages’ fate. But its provi¬ 
sional chairman, Yadollah 
Sahabi, said two weeks ago 
the debate may not begin 
for two months. 

The militants who took 
the Americans hostage 
Nov. 4 have frequently de¬ 
manded they be tried for 
espionage. They also de¬ 
mand the return for trial of 
Shah Mohammad Reza 
Pahlavi, now in exile in 
Egypt. 

In Algiers, Iran’s oil min¬ 
ister, Ali Akbar Moinfar, 
said his country has 
lowered its oil production 


because of Western eco¬ 
nomic sanctions. 

Moinfar told reporters at 
the meeting of the Organi¬ 
zation of Petroleum Ex¬ 
porting Countries that Iran 
has reduced its output and 
sales in part because the 
sanctions keep it from 
spending oil revenues on 
goods from abroad. 

The U.S., Japan and the 
European Economic Com¬ 
munity have imposed sanc¬ 
tions to block trade with 
Iran to protest the holding 
of the 53 Americans, who 
spent their 219thday in cap^ 
tivity Monday. 

In other developments: 

• In a broadcast moni¬ 
tored in London, the offi¬ 
cial Radio Tehran quoted 
from the newspaper Jom- 
huri-yc Eslami as report¬ 
ing that “it has been learn¬ 
ed from well-informed 
sources that an Iraqi spy 
close to (Iraqi leader) Sad¬ 
dam Hussein and (form.er 


Iranian prime minister) 
Shahpour Bakhtiar has 
been arrested.” 

It said the spy confessed 
he attended meetings be¬ 
tween Hussein and Bakh¬ 
tiar at which plots were 
drafted. 

• The radio also said a 
“notorious Savak (secret 
police) torturer” was exe¬ 
cuted at Evin prison in 


Tehran after he was given 
"500 lashes of the whip so 
he could experience world¬ 
ly retribution" for his 
crimes. 

The official Iranian news 
agency Pars, reporting the 
same execution, said 
"Farajollah Kamangar, 
known as Kamali” was ex¬ 
ecuted by firing squad 
after 150 lashes.

TORONTO (UPC) — Mi¬ 
chael Smith, Canadian

Smith said Canadian am¬ 
bassador to Iran, Ken Tay¬ 
lor, "collaborated with the 
CIA to smuggle American 
spies out of Iran," when he 
helped in the secret evacu¬ 
ation earlier this year of six 
Americans from Tehran. 

“Canada’s government 
and capitalist class is the 
most shameless ally of U.S.

"a cheap political trick” of 
then External Affairs Min¬ 
ister Flora MacDonald. He 
said it would be remem¬ 
bered as “Flora’s Folly.” 

During the conference, 
also attended by Ramsay 
Clark, former U.S. state 
secretary. Smith contend¬ 
ed delegates were offered 
“dramatic evidence” of 
American imperialism and 
repression during the reign 
of the shah, including pho¬ 
tographs and secret Ameri¬ 
can documents.

Week is fit 
to please 
all comers 


PARKSVILLE — The 
third annual School Dis¬ 
trict 69 Health and Fitness 
Week promises to be bigger 
and better than its prede¬ 
cessors when it kicks off 
June 17. 

Five local volunteer or¬ 
ganizations, plus the Cana¬ 
dian Coast Guard and Ac¬ 
tion B.C. will be on hand in 
five parts of the district 
with displays, pamphlets 
and fitness tests. 

Bill Chapman, secretary 
of the ad hoc committee in 
charge of Fitness Week, 
says plans are "going along 
very nicely." 

Four sponsor groups 
have been lined up—the St. 
John Ambulance Associa¬ 
tion, the B.C. Heart Foun¬ 
dation, the Arthritis So¬ 
ciety and the Lung 
Association of B.C. 

They will be joined by 
Action B.C., a department 
of health-financed group 
specializing in promoting 
physical fitness, along with 
local search and rescue vol¬ 
unteers and members of 
the Canadian Coast Guard, 
who will be available for 
two of the five days. 

Last year's fitness week 
saw about 135 people take 
the fitness tests. Chapman 
estimated, and "we’d like 
to up this, of course.” 

Cardio respiratory tests 
will be given on two compu¬ 
terized. bicycles, with tests 
graduated based on age. 

As well, nutrition analy¬ 
ses or stress or lifestyle- 
risk profiles will be avail¬ 
able through the use of a 
minicomputer. 

About 20 nurses, includ¬ 


ing many retired RNs, will 
be on hand to take a blood 
pressure reading for each 
person before the tests. 

“Last year we picked up 
problems that people were 
not aware of,” Chapman 
said. 

The tests are open to any 
age group, although Chap¬ 
man said those in the 30-50 
age group—prime heart at¬ 
tack targets—should bene¬ 
fit the most. 

Those under the age of 18 
will get little out of it, he 
said, because “they can't 
be put under enough stress 
to show anything." 

But he added there are 
still some attractions for 
them. Each of the volun¬ 
teer groups will be handing 
out valuable pamphlets 
and setting up displays. 

The purpose of the week 
is to "let the people know 
what the groups’ aims 
are," Chapman said, and to 
promote health in general. 

To aid in this, the centre 
of activity will be moved 
among five communities in 
the area, starting with the 
Nanoose Library on June 
17. 

Then the testing area will 
shift to St. Edmunds 
Church Hall in Parksville 
June 18, to Coombs Hobby 
Hall the next night, and to 
the small recreation hall in 
Qualicum June 19, before 
finishing off in the Bowser 
Legion Hall June 21. 

The first four days will 
run from 2 p m. to 5 p.m. 
and again from 7 p.m. to 9 
p.m. In Bowser June21, the 
shifts will be 10 a.m. to 
noon and 2 p.m. to5 p.m.
